GENERAL STATEMENT 
OF TIIE PROGRESS OF PRISON DISCIPLINE: 
7 Geo. IV. c. 74 -, s. 55 . 



W E have now arrived at the period of our Ninth Annual Inspection of the 
general progress of Prison Discipline in Ireland, as well as of the state of 
the Prisons of each county. It is gratifying to us to Report that the result has 
been, upon the whole, satisfactory; and that general improvement has gradually 
advanced beyond our expectation. We cannot but yet feel, that while the same 
law applies to every county, while the same resources are placed in the hands of 
every Grand Jury, we ought not to see the exceptions which are still to be found. 
We cannot accuse ourselves of having failed, in our Reports, to put forward our 
opinions in the plainest terms, and our suggestions on the various subjects connected 
with the Prison Discipline of the country. But we have vainly offered such 
opinions and suggestions to those counties (few, we are happy to say, in number,) 
who still decline to adopt our views, or the measures which we recommend. We 
shall not, therefore, now repeat observations so often made ; referring for them, 
under their several heads, to our former numbers. W e conceive that we cannot 
now so well employ any influence which may attach to our statements, as in sub* 
mitting a brief view of the progress which has been made, within the nine years 
that have elapsed since our appointment. 



COUNTY GAOLS. 

(Buildings.) 

IN the commencement of the year 1 822, the buildings were, with a very few 
exceptions, totally inadequate to the introduction of a system, founded upon the 
provisions of the recent Acts “ relating to Prisons in Ireland.” Our attention was, 
consequently, directed in the first instance, to the removal of this radical defect. 
With a view' to this object, we endeavoured to procure the best plans for the con- 
struction of County Gaols, and brought the subject before the Grand Juries of those 
counties in which were required new' gaols, or additions of importance to their then 
existing buildings. 

We here insert a comparative view of the County Gaols of Ireland, as they stood 
in the year 1822, compared with the year 1830; arranged in eight classes, in 
reference to the state and plan of the buildings :

By this Table, applied to the years 1S22 and 1830, we see, out of 40 Gaols 
belonging to counties and counties of cities eight en .rely new Gaols bn,lt upon 
the most approved modern plan, (Class .,); too added upon the plan next in 
character (Class 2,) ; sixteen additions built (Classes 4, 5, (.,) r 3 of winch may 
almost be considered as new Gaols : while out of the 28 cases (Nos. 7, and 8,) 
which in 1822 required new buildings, butftw, remain unprovided for ; and we trust 
that the case of the City of Dublin, will soon be removed from the 7th Class. 

COUNTY GAOLS. 

(Discipline.) 

WITH respect to the manner in which the provisions of the law are carried into 
effect in the several classes of County Gaols, we arc enabled to make a very favour- 
able report: the whole system of moral government prescribed by law being 
established in almost all those counties which have newly built or added to heir 
Gaols, and introduced into their Byc-frms. Wo have observed, almost without 
exception, this parallel advance of imprmed buildings, and improved discipline-. 
While notwithstanding our equal endeavour, we have found very great didiculty m 
introducing any change of system in those classes of Gaols (Class 3 and some 
Prisons in Class 2,) in which, in point of extent, the buildings were deemed suftcient 
in 1822, and which have therefore remained in their original state, lhus, with the 
capability of introducing an improved system in the Prisons built upon modern 
plans, the disposition to do so seemed, at the same time, to have been acquired. 

Our only motive for pointing out this general distinction, is our anxious desire 
that the evil should be corrected, and that an uniform zeal should extend itself over 
every county. If the subject was generally understood, we arc satisfied that anxiety 
for improvement would be as general. And being persuaded of this fact, it may 
not be useless to endeavour to account for the unequal reception which the modern 
principles of Prison Discipline have met with in different places. In those counties 
which were called upon to present large sums of money for erecting new buildings, 
the attention of the gentlemen of the county who composed the Grand Juries and 
Boards of Superintendence, was necessarily called, first to the expediency of making 
such presentments ; afterwards to the examination of plans ; to the principles upon 
which those plans were recommended, to the conformity of those principles to the 
existing laws, and to their application to the moral government of their County Gaols. 
Thus a duty, connected in the first instance with the conscientious expenditure ol 
public money, necessarily led to the consideration of a subject which was not before 
understood, and against which much interested prejudice was raised. And it fol- 
lowed, as an invariable consequence, that the gentlemen, and particularly the Boards 
of Superintendence of such counties being really informed, became at once warm 
advocates and zealous promoters of the best system of Prison Discipline ; whd® 
on the other hand, in counties not so circumstanced, satisfied with long established 
habits, uninformed, and not excited to inquiry, modern views have been too often 
treated as visionary, and even injurious in their tendency.

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The principal practical object which has been attained, by increased intelligence 
dth respect to the government of Prisons, has been the appointment of effective 
'■Boards of Superintendence, who give their regular attendance, and undertake the 
management and discipline of the Gaols. In the “ Board of Superintendence of a 
rountv is vested the entire control of all Gaols, the formation of the Bye-laws, 
mid regulation of every branch of the system. This Board is composed of resident 
gentlemen the good or bad effect of whose opinions extends beyond the walls of the 
Prisons • as their views are naturally adopted throughout the county, while, m the 
Prisons ’they possess an influence for which no substitute can be found. We have, 
in former Reports, endeavoured to impress this view upon the Boards of Superinten- 
dence ( particularly in our Eighth Report, p. 5); and to show, that in all cases 
in which the efficient control is delegated by them to officers, if neglect does not 
follow improvement will be limited and uncertain confined, in all probability, to 
the mere order and cleanliness of the Prison, and omitting all the higher and truly 
beneficial objects of Prison Discipline, as unattainable without the support of higher 
authorities, if not rejected by those authorities as unnecessary or injurious m their 
tendency. 

These considerations, founded upon our experience, and, as we conceive, reason- 
ablv accounted for, induce us to urge upon the Grand Juries, to examine how far the 
“ Boards of Superintendence” of their respective counties have established a sys- 
tematic plan of attendance and personal exercise of the powers committed to them 
in the Gaols and Bridewells of the comity ; and, where necessary, to remodel these 
Boards, as the Act empowers them to do, so as to secure these all-important 
objects. 

BRIDEWELLS. 

THE observations we have made with respect to County Goals, apply still more 
strongly to these minor places of confinement, in which prisoners apprehended in 
the vicinity of each, are detained, for uncertain periods, at the discretion of the 
magistracy, but not exceeding one calendar month, prior to their transmission to 
the°Countv Gaols. These Bridewells are established under the 90th and follow- 
ing sections of the 7* Geo. 4 , c. 74 , end regulated under the provisions of 
those sections — also by the Rules and Regulations which have emanated from the 
Court of King’s Bench— as well as by such local Bye-laws as the Boards of Super- 
intendence of particular counties may appoint, under the powers vested in them by 
the 4th section of the Act. These Prisons are principally established 111 the southern 
counties, and are about too in number in Ireland. 

The melancholy scenes which the Bridewells formerly exhibited, have been ably 
stated in evidence before the House of Lords in 1819, m the following words, 
which we quoted in our Pirst Report, printed by order of the House of Commons 
in 1822 fn. 8.j “ The most prolific source of suffering in the Prison Discipline of 

“ Ireland, may be traced to the County Bridewells, one of which is to be found in 
“ each town and village, built at the public charge, and repaired and supported by 
“ the public at a very heavy expense. By the 50th Geo. 3, c. 103, they aie 
“brought under the general rules prescribed in that Act for the management of 
“ Prisons : but this is in theory only ; and in time cases out of ten, there is no pos- 
“ sibility of enforcing the regulations of the law. In a miserable building, pnsoneia 
“ are confined for days and weeks, without yards for exercise, without inspection, 
“care of health or morals ; men and women are thrown together m cold cells, 
“ without bedding, on damp clay floors.”— To the accuracy of flits statement we 
were obliged to bear testimony, in our Pirst Report, in the year 18M : adding that, 
in that year, after the lapse of three years from the time that this evidence was 
given, although there were to be found some exceptions to this frightful picture- 
such was a true representation of their general state ; notwlthstan ing 
of Parliament, subsequent to the 50th Geo. 3, had passed, for the correction of 
these evils. 

We are happy to be able to report, that the present state of the Bridewells of 
Ireland, exhibits a very striking contrast to what has been described, and that they, 
without exception, contain every accommodation and supply o necessaiy ^ on 
to the prisoners which the law requires, viz. separate cells, ay-iooms an y » 

for the male and female prisoners, with furniture, bedding, and food regulated 
by the same Schedules which apply to the County Gaols; that they are

egularlv inspected, and the interior management carried on in strict conformity 
with the regulations which are posted on the walls of every prison of tins class. 

The state of the Bridewells, as of the County Gaols, varies according to the 
advance of Prison Discipline in each county. The striking difference which ap- 
oelr in this respect, in different counties, turns upon one point ; viz. _ whe her the 
^ide well system of a county is conducted under the direct control of the Board 
of Superintendence,” or not. To them the Legislature have committed he care of 
all the Prisons of the county; and in those counties alone in which this duty is 
taken in charge by the Board, have we had satisfaction m the state of the Bride- 
Sells It is, however, gratifying to observe, that no case remains of want of 
substantial care of the prisoners, or any instance of withholding then legal rights. 

The local inspection of the Bridewells is placed in the hands of the parochial 
CJergy without any remuneration ; and to them the public owe a debt of gratitude 
for their benevolent and persevering services, which afford an assurance to us, by 
perhaps the only means that could have been devised, that nothing oppressive or 
unlustcan occur in the treatment of persons confined m places winch arc unavoid- 
ably so much out of view, and can be visited but occasionally by the Boards of 
Superintendence, or by ourselves. 

It is, perhaps, not generally understood, and it may therefore be important to 
explain, drat in Ireland under die term “ Bridewell* is comprehended every place of 
confinement to which a legal committal can take place with the exception of the 
Manor Prisons, wMeh wefhall notice). And although the terms Lock-up House 
Black hole mi other terms, by which various miserable dungeons were foimerly 
designated, are not yet forgotten, and such inferior Prisons supposed by many per- 
sonsNo be in use, no such places of imprisonment are recognised by aiv, 01 have 
now any existence; it having been the object of the Legislature not only to piovide 
for the good government of recognised Prisons, but to prevent the possibility of abuse 
by abolishing all others, which has been effectually done. In accomplishing this 
object the principal difficulty seemed to occur in the case or 



CORPORATION AND MANOR PRISONS. 

THE nower of imprisonment in Gaols attached to local jurisdictions having been 
connected with chartered rights, the Corporations and Lords of Manor were natu- 
rally unwilling to surrender that power. “ Much inconvenience having, however, 
“ arisen,” (as it is expressed in the preamble to the 96th sec. of the 1 nson Act,) from 
“ the insufficiency of thePrisons attached to inferior courts ; and it being very di fficult 
« if n ot impossible, unless such Prisons he abolished, to carry into eflect any general 
“ system of Gaol Discipline, or to provide for the poor prisoners therein, &c. & c. 
it was, by that and the 97th section enacted, that all persons who prior to the pass- 
ing of the Act had been imprisoned in such local Prisons, should thenceforward be 
committed to the Common Gaols of the county: a power being reserved to the Lord 
Lieutenant to continue the use of any local Prisons upon satisfactory proof that m 
such Prisons sufficient means were afforded for carrying into effect the provisions ot 
the law. Under this power vested in the Lord Lieutenant, the Gaols of Uie 
Corporations of Youghal and Kinsale have been continued, all other local I nsons 
being abolished. 



QUARTERLY RETURNS FROM BRIDEWELLS. 

AMONGST the many evils attendant upon the system of County Bridewells on 
our first acquaintance with it, a principal one was, that no record whatever was kept of 
the crime, imprisonment or discharge of that great proportion of persons committed 
to those Prisons, who were not transmitted to the County Gaol. 

In the following counties, which contain the greater number of Bridewells in each, 
the committals within the last quarter were :

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From these committals to the Bridewells of four counties within the last three 
months, it may be well conceived how great is the number throughout Ireland, in 
the course of the year. By much the greater proportion of this number are dis- 
charged without being transmitted to the County Gaol; and of such imprisonments 
or discharges there was, under the former system, no public record whatever. The 
Quarterly Returns are established under the 7th Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 95, and are made 
every three months. In them are recorded the following particulars respecting 
every case : The Name, the Committal and Discharge, and by whose authority ■. the 
Crime, number of nights confined, how disposed of, and amount paid for subsistence. Two 
copies of this Return are fonvarded to the Inspectors General of Prisons, one of 
which is preserved in their office, and the other is, after due examination, signed and 
sanctioned by one of them, prior to the payment of the money. A book contain- 
ing the same information is also kept in every Bridewell as a permanent record, 
open to the constant inspection of the magistracy. The whole of the statements 
contained in the Quarterly Returns are verified upon oath by the keeper. 

We conceive that the accommodations of the present Bridewells, the nature and 
notoriety of their regulations, together with the record of proceedings contained in 
these Quarterly Returns, form a system so complete, and so open to public view, 
as to afford the most satisfactory security, that nothing irregular or oppressive in the 
committal, or severe in the treatment of prisoners, can take place in the minor 
Prisons of Ireland, without being subject to immediate detection, and that no com- 
plaint can be made upon the subject of imprisonment, which cannot be investigated 
by the simple production of public documents. 

MILITARY GUARDS; EMPLOYMENT OF PRISONERS ; SCHOOLS; OFFICERS 
OF GAOLS; PRISON DRESSES; DEBTORS’ PRISONS. 

WE have before stated that it is unnecessary to repeat observations which we 
have so often made upon these important subjects; and we therefore refer to these 
several heads in our Eighth Report, printed by order of the House of Commons in 
the last year, pp. 5 to 20. We shall only quote the following passage from 
our Eighth Report (p. 9,) upon the first of these heads, “ Military Guards as 
we conceive it to be of much present practical importance. “ In some counties 
“ a measure has been adopted on the removal of the military which we cannot 
“ approve, it being, in our opinion, an arrangement directly militating against the 
“ principle upon which we have considered the change as beneficial. We allude to the 
appointing a certain number of men, not as supplementary turnkeys, not in any 
way connected with the discipline of the prison, but to be employed as a guard, 
“ and considered as a substitute for the military. This mode of proceeding on the 
“ removal of the military, is calculated to defeat the beneficial tendency of that mea- 
“ sm 'e, and to produce a change decidedly for -the worse, no armed guard being so 
“ desirable or so effective as the military. We recommend that every additional 
“ man who has been appointed in consequence of the recent change, should be 
‘ employed by the Board (in whom the power of directing their services is clearly 
“ placed by law), in the discipline and management of the classes, either by effect- 
“ mg a more minute classification, or by attaching a supernumerary turnkey to each 
“ of the larger classes.” With respect to the other heads above enumerated, we 
refer to our Eighth Report ; confining ourselves to the single observation, that we 
are confident of success in the attainment of the objects to which they severally 
relate, in those counties in which there is established a regular attendance on the 
part of the Board of Superintendence while we despair of seeing any steady 
progress in instruction, employment or clothing of prisoners, or any well-organized 
system of subordination and general discipline in any County Gaol, in which the 
enective control is delegated by the Board to their officers, however laudable the 
exertions and valuable the services of many officers may in such cases be. 

LUNATIC ASYLUMS. 

THE progress which has been made in the establishment of District Lunatic 
Asylums , under the Commissioners of General Control, has formed one of the 
most gratifying features in our last tour of inspection. Some alterations having 
a en place in the arrangement of districts since our last Report, we insert the 
names of the Asyhims built or in .progress, with the counties allotted to each, in 
the following Table :

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The arrangement is thus extended to the whole of the counties in Ireland, with 
the exception of the county and city of Cork. In Cork an extensive Asylum is 
established, containing accommodation for upwards of 300 patients, supported by 
presentments of the Grand Juries of the county and city, and by private subscrip- 
tions. It is conducted with great care, as will appear by reference to the Special 
Report on that Institution in our Appendix. We cannot, however, but think that 
it would place the Asylum on a better and more secure foundation, if it should be 
converted into a District Asylum, and thus form part of a general system. 

The superior state of order and effectiveness in which we found the District 
Asylums on our tour of inspection of this year, has confirmed us in our opinion of 
the value of those institutions. It is, however, a subject of general complaint 
(except in the district of Armagh) that the demands for admission much exceed 
the means of accommodation ; and a suggestion which we noticed in a former 
Report has been consequently again brought forward, viz. that it would much tend 
to the efficiency of this system, if some legislative provision should be made for the 
reception of incurable cases not admissible under existing regulations ; particularly 
of such cases as, having been received as curable, have since assumed such a cha- 
racter as now to class with incurable patients. It has, therefore, been submitted 
by ourselves and some of the most intelligent managers, and we believe by the 
Commissioners of General Control, that provision should be made for the accom- 
modation of a limited number of such cases, to be transferred from the curable 
wards in those asylums which stand in need of it. Such a plan for relieving the 
over-crowded asylums would operate beneficially, not only in providing for these 
miserable sufferers, but in removing from the classed wards a great impediment to 
the successful exertions of the moral governors and medical officers to restore those 
whose maladies may be capable of cure. 

The state of the temporary Asylums in those districts in which the new Asylums 
are not yet in operation, and also of those which are open for the reception of patients 
not now admissible to a District Asylum, is nearly the same as when last reported 
on. And although we have no particular reason to complain of want of humanity 
in their management, the system is comparatively so defective, as to render it most 
desirable that the new Asylums should be forwarded as rapidly as possible. 

We subjoin in our Appendix a list of all such places open for the reception of 
the insane in Ireland, with the number of their inmates ; stating the District Asylum 
to which each will ultimately be attached. 



PRISONS OF THE COUNTY OF CORK. 

IT has been a principal object in many of our Reports # to show the vital im- 
portance of the personal attention of those local authorities to whom the Legislature 
have committed the control of the system of Prison Discipline in their respective 
counties ; the beneficial effects of which are not more strongly marked in the com- 
parative state of the County Gaols, than in the progress of the Bridewells in those 
counties in which the care of the Board of Superintendence is extended to them. 
Of the successful results of such care, we have a most gratifying exemplification in 
the county of Cork. So complete is the system of Prison Discipline pursued in this 
county, that we are induced as the most effectual means of assisting other Boards 
m making their arrangements, to introduce into our General Report a brief sketch 
of such parts of it as may be of the most practical use. 

We trust that in so doing we shall not be misconstrued as intending to cast a re- 
flection upon the system of other counties, in many of which Prison Discipline has 
advanced to a very high standard, while the progress of improvement throughout 
Ireland does credit to the general right feeling upon the subject. The Gaols of 
this county are naturally selected, as being the most extensive and the most nume- 
rous of any, and having been all in full operation for several years.

The Board of Superintendence at Cork is composed of gentlemen conversant 
with Prison Discipline, and wlio direct their serious attention to the subject. The 
eneral meetings of the Board take place on the first Friday in every month ; 
fcertain™ umblr of the members, whose vicinity to the conn y town enables hem 
a ccit.un nu,I,u , att-nHunre form a Sub-Committee, three of whom attend 

£ the Ga m o ' o.f s“ ’ Tta. monthly and weekly attendances ate not 

at tne uao o J. , ffe J ct j ve . At these meetings the whole of the details 

ofTty’am regulated, not by a sanction given to the previous acts of officers but 
bv direct ordei-s from the Board or Sub-Committee The High Sheriff of the 
Suntv is annually appointed to act as Chairman of the Board, by which means 
a colei atTon between these authorities has been long and steadily established ; 
S,e °00d effects of which must be obvious, and are particularly to be seen in the 
description of officers appointed since the present system has been m operation. 

The County Gaol at Cork is separated into four divisions: the House of Cm 
lion a new radiating building, containing five classes ; the Sha iff s Gaol, contain- 
j n <f eight classes ; the Female Prison, containing seven classes , and the Debtors 
Kit containing three classes. The regulations established in each of these dm- 
tiZ are contained in the code of the Bye-laws, published by the Board, and circu- 
lated through the county, our observations on which arc to be found ll our Special 
Report on the Cork Prisons, contained in the Appendix. We shall here only 
remark, that the state of tl.is County Gaol is such as we conceive to give full effect 
,0 h law relating to Prisons, in every branch of the system. . The distribution of 
the duties of officers in the County Gaol is particularly deserving of notice Tile 
turnkeys are tg in number, including nine who were appointed to supply the 
place of the military guard. They arc all clothed in uniform, and completely 
instructed in the duties of their respective stations.. They are distributed through 
the classes of the House of Correction and Sheriff s Gaol, at the gates, in the 
kitchen and other departments; each officer being strictly confined to a particular 
duty, and to an allotted portion of the Gaol. Each turnkey is required to act as 
schoolmaster to his own class; no difficulty is found by the Board m procuring 
officers qualified to perform this duty; and the principle operates beneficially in 
preventing any disturbance of the system of strict classification, .by the employ- 
ment of ? general schoolmaster, and in drawing closer the connexion between the 
officers and prisoners under their immediate care. This system of instruction is 
placed under the general superintendence of the Deputy Governor, who is enabled 
to observe and to point out to the Board the comparative progress of the classes. 
In arranging the employment of the additional officers on tile removal the mill- 
tary guard, the Board adopted the sound principle, that moral discipline is the best 
security for the safe custody of prisoners-, they, therefore, avoided the error ot 
substituting an armed prison guard in the place ot a military guard, (a change 
obviously for the worse) and applied the additional turnkeys to strengthening the 
interior discipline, by attaching them to classes, and thus increasing the personal 
attendance of officers upon the prisoners ; the duties of night-guard or watch being 
provided for by a general roster of duty, to which all the turnkeys are equally 
subjected. 



A striking feature in the system of Prison Discipline in this county, is the 
management of the County Bridewells. These Prisons arc 15 in number, situated 
in the quarter sessions and other towns throughout this extensive county. 
Thirteen of these Bridewells have been newly built; they severally contain tie 
accommodations required by law, separate day-rooms and yards for male an 
female prisoners, with a suitable number of cells for each. They are supplied wn 
furniture, bedding and provisions, in strict conformity with the law, and . ,n eve 7 
respect kept in the most regular and creditable order. The success of this branc 
of the Prisons, is wholly to be attributed to the effective control of the board 01 
Superintendence at Cork. In every county in which many Bridewells are estab- 
lished, considerable difficulty must exist in accomplishing a good system, owing 0 
the detached situation of these Prisons, and the general inefficiency mid want 0 
previous training of the officers appointed as keepers. But these difficulties ar 
obviated in the county of Cork, by the vigilance of the Board. In addition to 
directions contained in the Prison Act, and in the rules of the Court ox * n o 
Bench, published in 1826, the Board have framed County Regulations, (ot wine " 
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insert a copy in the Appendix), which are posted in every Prison of this class, and 
carried into complete effect. By adhering to these regulations, the Board secure 
a qualified description of officers, as well as a correct system of management. The 
keepers of Bridewells are trained in Cork, and are not afterwards permitted to 
consider their appointment as a local one : they form a part of the general prison 
establishment of the county ; being at the disposal of the Board, and liable to be 
employed either in the County Gaol, or any Bridewell, as they may think fit to 
appoint. Each keeper is required to attend at the meeting of the Board, at Cork, 
once in every three months, when strict inquiry is made into the state of each 
Bridewell ; and if the conduct of any keeper appears to be unsatisfactory, he is 
liable to be replaced by another officer, and detained for further instruction and 
trial, in the House of Correction at Cork. The good effect of this arrangement, 
has been strikingly proved in two instances, within the last year. In both of these 
cases, the keeper, after a probation of some months in the House of Correction, \vas 
replaced in his original station : and the reform was so complete, as to afford the 
Inspectors General the most entire satisfaction, on their revisiting the Bridewells in 
question, and to confirm them in their opinion of the beneficial tendency of the 
plan. All furniture or other necessaries for the use of the Bridewells, are stored in 
the County Gaol, and issued as required. Each keeper is supplied with a printed 
schedule of all articles in his care, of which he is required to make to the Board 
a quarterly report. 

The Quarterly Returns required by the Prison Act, sect. 95, form a very 
important feature in the regulation of Bridewells, as we have shown under the 
proper head. This part of the system is included in the duties of the Board of 
Superintendence at Cork. A copy of each Quarterly Return is required from 
every Bridewell by the Board. The accounts are examined and recorded in the 
general account of prison expenses, which is submitted by them to the Grand Jury, 
at each assizes. The Board, by possessing a copy of the returns, have also an 
opportunity of personal examination of the prisoners transmitted from these prisons, 
both as to the correctness of the statements contained therein which have reference 
to them, and of the charges made for their subsistence ; points upon which there is 
no local check in any other county. In every Bridewell there is a book kept, the 
form of which precisely corresponds with that of the Quarterly Return. In this 
book an entry is made of the name and particulars connected with the case of every 
prisoner, together with an account of the cost of diet; forming a precise counterpart 
of the returns transmitted to the Inspectors General of Prisons, (Prison Act, s. 95.) 
This book is a permanent record of the whole of the proceedings with respect to 
every prisoner, open at all times to the inspection of the magistracy, and to a com- 
parison with the returns on which the payments are made. 

We close this Report, by expressing our hope, that the regulations of the Board 
of this county may be generally adopted. To the favourable impression which this 
imperfect account of them cannot fail to make, we can add our testimony, that the 
success of this system has exceeded our most sanguine expectations, and produced 
a result most gratifying to the county. The salaries of the Bridewell keepers are 
moderate : they vary according to circumstances, none exceeding 25 1 . a year. The 
incidental charges of the Bridewells of the whole county, from spring to summer 
assizes, 1830, (as appears by the printed abstract of accounts, circulated by the 
Board every half year,) amounted but to 1 2 /. 1 5 s. 4 d. The amount of dietary for 
each year is contained in our Appendix. This item, however, is not to be taken 
into consideration as an expense to the public ; the cost of subsistence of every 
prisoner confined in a Bridewell being so much saved in the expenses of the. 
County Gaol.

DUBLIN DISTRICT. 



Kilmainham Gaol. 

Dublin "XXTE have very little to remark in the way of general observations upon the state of this 

District. VV gaol ; it remains precisely in the same state in which it was reported in the last 

v ' year. In the report then made, the defects of the prison, and system of prison discipline 

were distinctly pointed out; they remain uncorrected. The prison is kept clean, and the 
supplies of food, bedding, &c. continue to be made according to law. It remains however 
one of the county gaols of the lowest class, in which nothing is done for the employment of 
the prisoners, or tne moral or systematic government of the establishment, in which the 
building is defective ; and the improved system adopted in almost all the recently built, and 
many other prisons, is unattempted. 

The school is carried on, and the female classes attended to. We would respectfully 
request the attention of the Board of Superintendence to our “ Ninth Annual Report on the 
“ progress of Prison Discipline in Ireland,” from which a copy can be had at our office of the 
passages to which we in particular allude, and in which our general views of the grounds 
upon which we make our present observations, upon the gaol of Kilmainham, and other 
prisons similarly circumstanced, are stated, and from which the Board of Superintendence 
will be enabled to draw a comparison between other county gaols and their own. We should 
be most ready and anxious to meet the Board on this important subject. 

Newgate, 

(And proposed new Arrangement.) 

SO long as the present gaol of Newgate shall continue to embarrass the system of prison 
discipline in this metropolis, the state of the other gaols cannot be fairly represented unless 
■taken in connexion with it. Into whatever other prison we enter, we find that the over- 
© crowded 
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crowded state of that prison, which is a consequence of the want of accommodation in New- 
gate, prevents the possibility of doing justice to the system which is contemplated, and 
which ought to be provided for. Thus are the evil effects of this bad gaol not confined 
within its own walls, but injurious in many ways to the whole plan of the prison discipline 
of Dublin. . 

We are in hopes that the grand jury of the city of Dublin have taken such measures 
during the November term as will forward the completion of the long intended arrano-ement 
of placing the Richmond Penitentiary, in Grange-Gorman-lane, at their disposal. °In the 
event of that extensive prison being added, as a house of correction for the city, the plan 
contemplated for the distribution of the different classes of prisoners is as follows : 

1. To collect all the classes of females in a separate prison. This system is much recom- 
mended by all persons conversant with the principles of prison discipline, and has been ably 
advocated by the experienced and benevolent Mrs. Fry, of London. For this purpose the 
Richmond bridewell would afford suitable accommodation 

2. To confine the gaol of Newgate to the untried classes, and persons under sentence of 
death or transportation. 

3. To remove all tried males of every class sentenced to hard labour or imprisonment, to 
the Richmond Penitentiary, Grange-Gorman-lane. 

Bv this proposed arrangement the establishment in Smithfield would become unnecessary ; 
and although the juvenile male classes of this penitentiary are very well attended to, and the 
whole establishment appeared on our late inspection in a much improved and creditable 
point of view, such an institution must give way to a general plan, and we should feel 
much pleasure in seeing the female department of Smithfield blended with such a provision 
for the care of female prisoners, as we should contemplate in Richmond bridewell, in the 
event of the proposed change. 

With respect to expense, we are confident that this change from the present most de- 
fective state of tilings to a system complete in all its parts, would add nothing considerable ; 
that when all the deductions were to be placed against additional charges, it would be found 
that the difference, on whichever it might lie, would be unimportant ; we do not contemplate 
the appointment of one additional officer ; and much doubt whether retrenchment on that 
head may not on the contrary be expedient ; with respect to the dietary, no change would 
be made in numbers ; while the accommodation for cooking in the new prison, would enable 
the grand jury to introduce a more economical table of diet. 

We have nothing new to report respecting Newgate : the officers of the different depart- 
ments contend with difficulties, and the air of this crowded and confined scene is wholesome j 
the cells and rooms being kept clean, and as well ventilated as the case admits of. The 
hospitals are sufficient, and the prison extremely healthy. It is still such a scene of un- 
avoidable confusion and moral contamination, as to call upon all the authorities concerned to 
make every exertion to remove such a stain from the metropolis, and from a system so 
rapidly improving in other places, as the prison department of this country. 

The Commission having ended the day previous to inspection, the state of the numbers 
were on that occasion unusually low. The total in general varies from 280 to nearly 400.

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unsuitable to the general feeling with respect to the treatment of prisoners, and in violation 
of the law of the land, which ought to be wiped away ; and if we are unable to accomplish 
that object by the improvement of the system, we must continue to enter our annual protest 
against it. 

Richmond Lunatic Asylum. 

SINCE our last Report this institution has ceased to be a public one, and has been trans- 
ferred by Act of Parliament to the department of District Lunatic Asylums ; to include 
within its district the county and city of Dublin, with the counties of Meath, Wicklow 
and Louth. On the day of inspection the change was not carried into effect ; the numbers 
in the house were as follows :

The peculiar circumstances under which this institution was inspected, in process of 
change from one system to another, under a new board of local commissioners whose opera- 
tions liad not commenced, and at the same time placed under a new governor in the room of 
the late Mr. Grace, render it very difficult to form an opinion upon it. In being placed 
amongst the District Asylums m Ireland, it is now classed with institutions of the very 
highest character, which are in our opinion perfect in their system, both in respect to order 
and discipline, and to the treatment of the insane ; and we trust that we shall be able on 
our next inspection to extend to the Richmond Asylum those terms of approbation in which 
we have been enabled to report upon the other asylums of this class. 

Lunatic Department, House of Industry. 

THE manner in which this extensive asylum has been conducted has always afforded to 
us unmixed satisfaction, and we consider that it reflects great credit upon the governors of 
the House of Industry, and upon the persons to whom this department is peculiarly com- 
mitted; that under every disadvantage arising from bad accommodation, from number's, 
and from the description of persons confined, viz. incurable lunatics, idiots and epileptic 
cases, the whole of the institution exhibits at all times a scene of order and cleanliness 
which cannot be surpassed. From this asylum the present governors of the greater propor- 
tion of the District Lunatic Asylums have been transferred, and the public are now deriving 
from their successful labours in their several districts the advantage which might be 
expected from their being trained in so good a school. 

The statements made by the superintendent on the day of inspection were as follow for 
the year ending 1st December 1830, which I transcribe in their own words:

« The employment of the patients, male and female, is an object to which the attention of 
“ the superintendents are particularly directed. The females, such as can work at the needle, 
“ are engaged in making and repairing the clothing and bedding for nearly 1,900 persons 
« i n t h e establishment of the House of Industry. In the course of last year, they worked up 
« 0638 yards of linen, 1,043 yards of calico, 560 yards of linsey, 468 yards of ticken, 
« and knit 696 pairs of stockings, and repaired all the clothing and bedding in the depart- 
“ m ent requiring it; fourteen are employed at spinning, six act as deputy nurses, one 
« employed in the laundry, and several others assist in the cleanliness of the department.

WE are sorry to find that this prison is still kept in a discreditable state, but we have, at 
the request of the seneschal of the manor, submitted some regulations which we hope may 
produce a change in this bad prison.

Private Lunatic Asylums. 

WE have inspected the private lunatic asylums in the neighbourhood of Dublin, in which 
we found the patients well accommodated, and apparently as nappy and comfortable as then- 
situation admitted of. The numbers confined were —

Retreat, Donnybrook. 

SIXTEEN patients were confined in the asylum on the day of inspection. The institution 
is carried on in the same satisfactory manner as we have stated in our former Reports. 

St. Patrick’s Hospital for Lunatics and Idiots. 

(Founded by Dr. Jonathan Swift, Dean of St. Patrick’s.) 

THIS extensive and excellent institution is conducted with much care by the governors 
incorporated by charter, who have shown every kind disposition to encourage and assist our 
inspection of the whole establishment, which contains both inmates who pay, and pauper 
lunatics; each class being suitably accommodated. There is every appearance of humane 
treatment of all, very few being under coercion. 

Since our last inspection, a great improvement has been made in the building, by the 
addition of day-rooms to each corridor.

I inspected the hulk on the 13th December, on which day there were but two convicts 
on board.

County Antrim Gaol. 

THIS is now the only county in Ireland that has not either erected a new prison or North 

added to the old one, in order to remove the difficulties of enforcing the law in all the District, 

branches of gaol discipline ; and were it not for the aid granted to the county gaol by ' " 

the house of correction in Belfast, it would be impossible to proceed in this county with the 
semblance even of compliance with the various enactments of the Prison Act, which calls for 
accommodation in cells, day-rooms, and work-rooms, classification of crimes in separate 
yards, and all other apartments, facility of inspection, employment for every prisoner, 
school' instruction, and a treadmill ; not one of these are or can be 'provided for in the 
county Antrim gaol, except schooling, in the present building. And were it not that the 
grand jury have recorded their opinion at a late assizes of the necessity of erecting a new 
gaol, our office of annually reporting the state of each gaol to Parliament, would he useless 
as it respects the county Antrim, as it would only contain a copy of former statements, 
without hope of remedy. However, as the subject has attracted the benevolent notice of 
the grand jury of this large county, I would again submit for their favourable consideration 
the necessity of presenting a sum of money to execute the work, and to decide on the point 
as to where the gaol is to be built ; or whether an addition to the old gaol, or to the house 
of correction at Belfast, would be preferable. We are always unwilling to venture an 
opinion, unless asked on these points, as the grand jury can best judge of the local advan- 
tages ; we only consider it our duty to submit, that the accommodation the law requires 
should be provided for, and we shall be ready at all times to attend and assist in devising 
the best method of executing the law, and enforcing the duty from all the officers. 

The gaol is kept remarkably clean, and all the officers are zealous and attentive to such 
duty as is practicable in so defective a building ;; and the prisoners were peaceable and 
orderly ; but when I state, that the tried and untried criminals are mixed together, that the 
female prisoners are all in one class, that there is no employment, no separate sleeping cells, 
and that all this is unavoidable on account of want of room ; surely I need scarcely say, 
such a state of things calls for immediate remedy ; and I do trust, that the grand jury will 
not separate without providing for it. 

Some trifling alteration has been made by opening windows, with a view to better inspec- 
tion ; a shed is required to cover in the steam vessels for cooking the food ; and a treadmill 
should be erected, to execute the sentence to hard labour. 

Bridewells of County Antrim. 

Antrim. 

THIS sessions town bridewell contains but two cells ; there are no day-rooms or yards, 
and consequently it does not contain any legal accommodation. It is kept clean, and the 
pauper prisoners are fed and provided with blankets, &c. A new prison should he erected 
similar to Ballymena. 

Ballymena. 

THIS new bridewell is finished, and contains all the legal accommodation, hut it has not 
yet been handed over to the Commissioners, and consequently is not occupied or finished. 

I made arrangements with Mr. Aikin, one of the Commissioners, which will, I believe, 
secure the surrender of it by the contractor, and soon make it available as a prison. 

Bally money. 

THIS new bridewell is finished, and has been given up by the contractor, but is not yet 
furnished. I made arrangements for this purpose. Tnere is legal accommodations in 
day-rooms, yards and cells. 

Belfast Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS institution has been occupied only since istJune 1829, and has already proved 
the advantages of such asylums, when conducted on sound practical principles, by 
qualified and experienced officers. The appointment by Government of C. Cummins, 
from the House ot Industry, Dublin, to be manager of this establishment, has evinced great 
care and benevolence in the selection, as he is in every respect highly qualified, and has at 
once placed the entire department on a sound system. It is quite gratifying to visit these 
. provincial asylums for the lunatic poor, where they are clothed, fed, employed and fre- 
quently cured ; and under such moral treatment, characterized chiefly by humanity, constant 
intercourse and inspection, cleanliness and employment, as to fully equal, if not surpass any 
thing of the kind in Europe. • -

The last year’s employment for males, has chiefly consisted m reclaiming and cultivat- 
ing the grounds, making roads, walks, and a garden, growing potatoes, weaving, winding 
ancl shoe making, &c. 8tc. The exact value of the work is not yet estimated, but the 
manager states it to exceed 200 l The females are also employed in spinning, knitting, 
plain-work, washing, &c. &c. 



The following work has been also performed by the inmates : 

1,200 Hanks of linen yarn, spun. 

10 Dozen pairs of stocking, knit. 

10 Dozen pairs of shoes, made and repaired, 
50 Pieces of linen, wove. 

2 Pieces of calico, wove.

House of Correction, Belfast. 

THE persevering and admirable system of profitable employment for every prisoner in the 
house of correction, by breaking stones for the streets of Belfast, is not only highly credit- 
able to the county and the governor who conducts the arrangements, but still enables us to 
offer the practical and permanent work of this gaol as an example to others. The slow pro- 
gress in most of the Irish prisons on this important subject of employment, has frequently 
prevented that favourable report from us, which we could otherwise make. Idleness in the 
inmates of a gaol, is sufficient to put a stop to all moral improvement, however well regulated 
in other respects ; and on the other hand, when work is enforced as a steady principle, it 
•makes up for many deficiencies in the structure and accommodation of the building. This 
is the case in the house of correction here. There are not sufficient cells, day-rooms or 
yards, and consequently the prisoners are more together day and night than is legal or pro- 
per. Yet the system of work is such from morning till night, as to secure order, 
industry and punishment, thus making confinement what is proposed by the law, penalty as 
well as restraint, and calculated to make the residence odious instead of desirable. 

All the prisoners arc clothed in a coarse dress, made up remarkably cheap, yet after pay- 
ing this and other expenses, a large profit is returned to the county towards reimbursing them 
for the feeding of the prisoners. 

The female classes are well attended to by a qualified matron, and instructed in schooling 
and work of various kinds. 

There is a good male school, and an hour each day is devoted to this important branch of 
discipline. 

There is no tread-mill, but the full employment at stone breaking makes up for the defi- 
ciency. 

The resident and non-resident officers, are all zealous and attentive to their duty. The 
local inspector continues his attention to the general interests of the prison ; and Mr. Henry, 
the governor, calls for out full approbation, for his persevering efforts to employ the inmates 
and regulate the prison. It is kept very clean, and the cooking of the food well arranged. 

The county gaol at Carrickfergus being totally inadequate to provide room, classification 
or work for prisoners, I would submit for consideration, the necessity of adding about 
40 cells, with two day-rooms, and two yards to the house of correction, as there are but 
36 cells at present for an average of 90 prisoners. 



County of the Town of Carrickfergus. 

THE county of the town of Carrickfergus, has not as yet erected a new prison, and conse- 
quently takes advantage of the clause in the Prison Act, permitting them to send their 
prisoners to the county gaol on repaying all the expenses, till they shall have a legal prison 
of their own. It is my duty under the Act to inspect these prisons, and report to the county 
of the town grand jury, as to the mode in which they are treated. They possess whatever 
advantages the county criminals have as to food, school instruction and furniture ; but it is 
properthat I should report, that the county gaol has not the legal accommodation for classi- 
fication, employment or hard labour, or a cell for each prisoner, and consequently no 
advantage is gained except safe keeping; under these circumstances, I must again submit to 
the county of the town grand jury, the advantage that would arise from erecting a small 
c... 0 -prison 
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•'son for the use of the corporation, which would provide classification and discipline, which North 
cannot be obtained at present in-the county gaol. JJSftict 

The expense incurred by the town prisoners, will be laid before the grand jury at the r— * 
assizes for reimbursement. 

County of Armagh Gaol. 

THE only alteration in this Prison since our last inspection, is the addition of a tread-mill. 

In every other respect we would only have to refer to former reports, were it not necessary 
to urge - * on the grand jury the consideration of making an addition to the old gaol, on 
account of the total want of accommodation to carry on any sound system of discipline or 
classification. There are not sufficient cells, work-rooms or yards, and no improvement can 
be expected, beyond what is at present obtained, till the grand jury presents the necessary 
sum for erecting new buildings in the large yard lately purchased, and for which purpose 
I presume the grand jury added this ground to the prison. There are now only two single 
cells and 25 larger ones, for an average of 85 prisoners. Yet every person who has con- 
sidered the subject of prison discipline, and the necessity of making a gaol a place of 
punishment as well as safe keeping, admits, that giving a single sleeping cell to every 
prisoner is absolutely necessary. , ' 

The prison is kept clean, and some of the inmates are employed at stone breaking, but 
there is no school, and no employment for most of the prisoners; and no regular bye-laws 
have been established. . , , , ,. , 

The female class is well attended to by a qualified matron, assisted by some ladies who 
regularly visit ; and they are all employed at work. 

There is no regular gaol clothing which is required by the Act of Parliament. Two 
additional turnkeys have been found sufficient to replace the military guard. 



Bridewells, County of Armagh . 

Ballybot. 

THIS small bridewell is kept clean and regular. It contains legal accommodation. The 
males aud females are separated, and the furniture is complete. 

Lurgan. 

THIS new bridewell is nearly finished, and will contain all the room required ] by law 
It will be occupied next summer. The wretched old dungeon necessarily continues to be 
used till the new one is ready. 

Market Hill. 

THIS is a very small prison, but it contains the necessary separation between male and 
female prisoners, and being only five miles from the county gaol, it is sufficient for the pur- 
pose. It is kept clean, and contains the legal furniture. 



Armagh Provincial Lunatic Asylum, 

AFTER the many reports we have made of the high state we have ever found this insti- 
tution in, it would be only necessary to refer to them, were it not an act of justice to Mr. Jack- 
sou the manager, to place on record annually an account of the inmates and then- 
treatment. , , . J 

There were 88 patients in the asylum on the day of inspection, and but one under any 
restraint. The entire appearance of the establishment conveys at once to a visitor the idea 
of the most perfect order, cleanliness and benevolent attention to the inmates, and the prac- 
tical result, as appears by the following retu'rn, is that many of these poor creatures are re- 
stored to their families relieved and frequently cured. _ „ 

The unremitting attention paid by the local commissioners, and the medical officers ot aU 
the provincial asylums yet established, have contributed much to their present creditable 
state. . . , , 

The patients are all clothed and fed, and as many are employed at various kinds of work 
as are capable of it. Agriculture and gardening has the best effects on the male patients ; 
and the females are engaged in spinning, knitting and washing. . 

It is remarkable in the following return, that the discharges are equal to the admissions: 
proving clearly that if these provincial asylums continue to be well managed, they will 
amply provide for the wants of the district, both for curable and incurable cases.

County of Cavan Gaol. 

THIS county gaol has much improved in its internal discipline since last inspection, 
which is to be attributed to the energy and exertion of the Board of Superintendence, giv- 
ing support to the active local inspector the Rev. Mr. Collins, and the deputy governor 
Mr Connor A painful sense of duty prevents my including the Governor in this favourable 
report as my colleague Major Woodward and I have long considered that this gaol, with 
the greatest advantage of a working and zealous Board of Superintendence, would have ere 
this called for a report equal to any gaol in Ireland, and were it not for the difficulties it had 
to encounter with, a governor who was either too ignorant, or unqualified to establish 
a sound system of moral government. However, it is; right I should state, that on my in- 
spection the governor was anxious that a favourable report should be made, and appears 
improved, and I trust that on a future occasion the Board may have reason to consider 
themselves better supported by the governor, and that we may be enabled to do what is 
always gratifying, viz. to give the governor much of the credit of all the discipline and 
order of the prison. , 1 1 „• 

The female department has been exceedingly well managed under the care of a qualified 
matron, and it is to be regretted that she has resigned the office. 

There is ao-ood tread-mill to execute the sentence of hard labour, a well regulated school, 
and employment for some of the prisoners at stone-breaking, which could beyncreased by 
opening a gateway or door for admitting them, exclusive of the front door. The classifica- 
tion is not complete, as the tried prisoners are together, and those for heavy crimes should 
be separated from the minor offences. ,,,,,,, 

The boundary wall requires to be flagged or well coped, mid a shed should be made over 
the turf store. 

I examined the turnkeys in their duty, and consider them a well chosen set of men, and 
on the whole, have reason to be gratified with my inspection. The Presbyterian chaplain 
does not attend near as often as tTie law requires. 

The hospital department was remarkably clean, and is well attended to by the infirmary 
surgeon, and a well arranged set of books are kept for the accounts of the prison, See. 8tc- 



County of Donegal Gaol. 

AFTER three years experience since the new gaol of this county has been occupied, 
it is a gratifying duty to report that the- steady and persevering continuance of the best 
system of gaol discipline, consisting of employment for every prisoner at stone-breaking 
and other works, school instruction, and a separate cell at night for each prisoner after 
a day of labour, minute classification, and such arrangement of the duty of the officers and 
turnkeys, resident and non-resident, as to preclude tlic possibility of irregularity or dis- 
order. This system is supported by a well chosen set of officers in every department, and 
a good code of bye-laws, supported by the grand jury and the Board of Superintendence, 
without which evils would gradually creep in and upset the best governed establishment. 
The result of this system is such as must ever be expected, viz. a dread of crime in the 
county, arising from the fear of legal punishment in the gaol, instead of imprisonment being 
considered, as formerly, a mere privation of liberty, accompanied with every enjoyment of 
social intercourse and idleness, exclusive of their benefits. It is not unreasonable to expect 
that the moral example, industry and school instruction afforded, will hold out encourage- 
ment to reformation in persons not totally depraved ; and I trust such instances arc found, 
though from the nature of things no actual record of such could be kept and made public. 
This and some other gaols in Ireland have also fully proved, that the commonly received 
opinion of the Legislature having made gaols places of comfort, and satisfactory to criminals, 
is not only erroneous, but the very reverse in every particular. 

It only remains for me to suggest such matters for consideration of the grand jury and 
the Board of Superintendence, as I think calculated to improve the gaol. A cheap gaol 
clothing should be made in the prison. It is practised in Derry, and found economical 
and useful. It is a badge of disgrace, as well as security against escape. 

A clock should be purchased to direct all the interior movements in the prison. 

I would also submit the consideration of erecting a small tread-mill, as the only true 
method of executing the sentence to hard labour. 

The female department is well managed under a competent matron, and the governor feels 
himself perfectly secure in the withdrawing of the soldiers, with the aid of six turnkeys. 

There is sufficient accommodation in this gaol for all the objects of classification. 

In concluding this Report, it is my duty to repeat my former observations on the zeal, 
intelligence and qualifications of Mr. Fenton the governor, and the obligations we owe to 
the Rev. Mr. Clarke, the local inspector, for the time and attention he has always given to 
the interests of Lifford gaol in all its departments.

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County Donegal Bridewells. 

Lelterkenny. 

A new bridewell is building here, and will be ready for occupation in spring. The old 
one is not used. North 

Donegal. District - 

THE presentment has been made for a new bridewell in this sessions town, but not yet 
commenced. The illegal cell now in use should be abandoned, and a room hired for 
sessions prisoners. 

Lifford Lunatic Asylum. 

THE povincial lunatic asylum has relieved this place of many of its inmates ; at pre- 
sent, however, ten females and seven males (incurable cases) remain in the old Lifford gaol. 

They are fed, clothed, and humanely treated, but the confined accommodation prevents any 
separation, employment, or moral treatment towards effecting a cure. 

County of Doion Gaol. 

I trust this is the last time we shall have to report on the state of the old gaol, as the 
new one is actually finished and ready for occupation, with all the necessary furniture ; the 
delay has been occasioned latterly by the want of sufficient turnkeys, and such arrange- 
ments amongst the officers as to secure a sound system of discipline in this extensive new 
prison. The Board of Superintendence held a meeting on the day of my inspection, and at 
my suggestion ordered all the additional turnkeys to proceed to Lifford gaol to receive in- 
struction in their various duties, and decided on removing the prisoners previous to the 
spring assizes ; under these circumstances it is useless to again enter into a statement of 
the defects of the old gaol. When the want of accommodation precluded the possibility of 
that classification and discipline which the law requires, and without which a gaol is 
a mere place of safe keeping, without any means of punishment or hopes of moral 
improvement. 

It will require much attention from the grand jury and the Board of Superintendence to 
obtain zealous co-operation from efficient officers in each department, and to establish such 
a set of bye-laws as will secure system, discipline and moral government. The present 
local inspector, if he becomes a resident in Downpatrick, is a person calculated to be most 
useful in the management of this prison, as he possesses a sound judgment, and has made 
himself acquainted with the best mode of managing an establishment of this kind; and we 
beg again to repeat our readiness to give every assistance or information in our power when- 
ever called on by the Board. 

' It is right to state, that much exertion has been made to make the system of the old 
prison as useful to the inmates as practicable, by schooling, employment at stone-breaking 
and the tread-mill. The female classes are attended to by a qualified matron. 

Bridewells of County Doion. 

Newry. 

THIS small sessions town prison contains the legal accommodation of two day-rooms, 
two yards and separate sleeping rooms, so as to divide the males and females. It is kept 
clean ; the quarterly returns are regularly made, and the pauper prisoners are fed. The dis- 
tance being so great to the county gaol, occasions frequently tne detention of prisoners for 
one month, which induces me to recommend that the keeper should employ them at stone- 
breaking. 

Downpatrick Private Lunatic Asylum. 

I visited this place of confinement for respectable lunatics, and, as usual, found no 
abuses. The few inmates were kindly treated, and free from any restraint. 

County of Fermanagh Gaol. 

THE management of the gaol at Enniskillen has much improved within the last year; 
there is now employment for the tried prisoners ; a good tread-null has been erected, and the 
dietary is cooked at regular hours by a steam apparatus, which creates economy in fuel, and 
greater regularity. The military guard has been removed, and additional turnkeys appointed 
in their places, which has also much assisted in establishing good order. 

There is a suit of gaol clothing nearly ready for every prisoner. 

- The female classes are instructed, clothed and employed under a qualified matron, 
assisted by some ladies whose benevolence induces them to visit the prison ; and the male 
criminals are instructed in reading by a good schoolmaster. A regular set of bye-laws is 
established. 

It is particularly gratifying to state these improvements in the gaol at Enniskillen, as 
hitherto we have been (in our Reports) only submitting to the grand jury such things as we 
considered necessary to establish order and discipline.

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North It only remains for me to place on record these matters that are still required for the 
District, benefit of this prison, satisfied that the grand jury will take the subject into favourable con- 

• ' sideration, and so far as practicable and consistent with economy, gradually provide for 

them. 

There are only 32 cells, which is not sufficient to give one to each prisoner, which the law 
requires, and which is so necessary to secure punishment and discipline in a prison. 

There is not employment for tiie untried prisoners. A supply of stones to break for the 
public roads near the town, would amply provide for this ; and I need scarcely remark on the 
evils of idleness in any public establishment. 

The want of accommodation in this gaol makes it necessary to keep the untried prisoners 
of all denominations in one class, whereas the law requires those for heavier crimes should 
be separated from minor offenders. 

There are no solitary cells for punishment, and no chapel for worship. 

The hospital is occupied with lunatics, which makes it necessary to provide a proper place 
for them, or to send them to some provincial asylum. 

Newtown Butler Bridewell. 

THIS sessions town bridewell is finished, and occupied. I found it remarkably clean and 
regular; it contains legal accommodation, is furnished, and the record of prisoners kept. 
The pauper prisoners are fed, and the keeper appears a correct and good officer. 



County of Kildare Gaols. 

Naas. 

I found this gaol in a clean and orderly state, and the established regulations carried 
into effect, so far as the present inadequate prison admits of; and we trust it is unnecessary 
to remind the county that the introduction of an entirely new system, under persons capable 
of acting on a more extended scale, and possessed of qualifications to govern their fellow 
creatures, will be a measure of necessity on the completion of the new gaol, which is now in 
a forward state, the radiating building being roofed in. As yet the Board of Superintendence 
have little field to act upon, but we have every confidence in their anxious wish to make this 
gaol what it ought to be, viz. a place where moral government, discipline and legal punish- 
meut will join to produce the best effects, as well as to execute the sentence of the law. 

The new prison is constructed on the radiating principle, the work appears well executed, 
and every legal accommodation will be provided. 

A t/iy Gaol. 

THIS new prison has been occupied since last inspection, but so recently as not to admit 
of any report which should fairly decide the character of its officers or discipline. The few 
prisoners, also, that have as yet been confined, have not given an opportunity for employ- 
ment and other means of discipline, which should exist in a well regulated establishment. 
But the accommodation afforded in this new prison, will justify the magistrates in com- 
mitting prisoners here in future, which could not have been done in the old gaol. 

The new prison at Naas is not finished, and till that is occupied, Alhy gaol (if well ma- 
naged) may be of great use by giving a perfect moral government for at least 32 prisoners. 

With tliis view I beg to submit to the Grand Jury the necessity of providing the following 
things : 

x. Twelve cells require bedsteads, blankets, See. as only 20 cells are finished. 

2. Another turnkey should be appointed, as, if the prison is nearly full, that necessary 
inspection to secure employment and safety cannot be given by one assistant. I do not by 
this mean to offer an excuse for the late escape of a prisoner, and seldom can such a thing 
occur when the resident officers know and perform, their duty. 

3. A matron should be appointed, or a small salary should be allowed to the governor’s 
wife, who at present takes charge of the female class, and is qualified for the office. 

4. Employment should be provided for constant work for every prisoner at stone-breaking 
in their own yards. Without this, and a single cell for every prisoner to retire to after a day of 
labour, no sound system of gaol discipline and punishment can exist. 

5. A small treadmill should be erected (which would only cost 1 00 1.) to execute the sen- 
tence to hard labour. 

6. A schoolmaster should be appointed, or the turnkeys should be qualified to give school 
instruction as the Act directs. 

7. A small steam apparatus should be erected to economize food and fuel. It can be had 
in Dundalk for 10 1. exclusive of building, and would save all the expense in two years, in 
the difference between the bread and the potato diet. 

8. The governor and turnkeys should be sent to Tullamore to obtain information in their 
duty. 

g. The bye-laws are not yet established as the Act directs. 

10. Sheds for turf and straw should be erected for storehouses, 

11113 
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THE want of permanent employment for all the male prisoners in this new gaol is so great 
a defect, that no real good in the way of moral improvement can be effected without it. 
I am not aware of any difficulty in procuring stones to be broken by the prisoners. The 
grand jury have allowed a sum of money for procuring work ; the Board have directed this 
to be done, and the money is in the local inspector’s hands, so that it rests with the governor 
to execute it, and on him must rest the blame of any deficiency of this* all-important point. 

The neglect of it creates a carelessness in all the minute details as to time in this prison, 
and consequently I found the hours of meals totally neglected, and on the day of my in- 
spection the prisoners were at breakfast at 12 o’clock, and the dinner could not have been 
until six ; and though this may not have been the usual hour, yet it proves the irregularity 
and consequently the impossibility of any thing like system, which is so necessary in all the 
movements of a well-regulated prison. 1 need not add more to prove that no order can exist 
in this gaol ; and till every prisoner shall be employed, and regular hours established for mess- 
ing, as well as every movement of the prisoners, it is impossible for us to report favourably of 
any gaol. The contractor cannot be induced to bring the milk and food in proper time, which 
is stated as the excuse, but on my waiting on one of the Board of Superintendence he in- 
formed me, that if there was any complaint made of the contractor, the Board would remedy 
the evil. 

There is a well-regulated treadmill, and the school is attended to with benefit to the pri- 
soners ; and the female class are instructed in schooling and work by a qualified matron. 

The cooking kitchen requires repairs, and a steam apparatus to be added. A supply of 
blankets is much wanted, and bedsteads for the female department. 

Generally speaking the officers are attentive to their particular duty, except the Roman 
Catholic chaplain, who has not attended the number of times required by law. The local 
inspector and medical officers are zealous in their different departments. 

There is sufficient accommodation for classifying the prisoners ; and bye-laws have been 
established, but there is no regular prison dress. 

Manor Hamilton Bridewell. 

THIS sessions town bridewell is kept clean, and is better attended to than formerly. There 
is sufficient accommodation, except that the large yard should be divided, and access to these 
yards obtained from the prison for both classes of prisoners. The pauper prisoners are fed, 
and the returns regularly made. 



This prison in all other respects contains legal accommodation. There are six day-rooms, 
six yards, one governor’s house, 32 cells, three solitary cells, two rooms for an hospital, and 
one chapel. 

The officers all appear zealous and anxious to know and perform their duty, and the local 
inspector is fully qualified to control this establishment, and manage it with credit to the 
county. 

County of Leitrim Gaol. 



County of Londonderry Gaol. 

THE unremitting attention paid by the Board of Superintendence to this new gaol, has 
secured that regularity, cleanliness and order, which must be manifest to every person visiting 
it. There is sufficient accommodation to secure the great objects of prison discipline, viz. 
classification, employment, schooling and a single cell for each prisoner at night; and when 
these points are enforced, a gaol must become what the law contemplated, a place of punish- 
ment, with some hopes of reformation in many instances ; under the above circumstances, if 
the governor is an intelligent, active, and zealous officer, assisting the Board by correct 
views of moral government, capable of suggesting improvements, and to manage his fellow 
creatures by good temper and prudence on nis own part, I could not imagine any defect in 
the system of this gaol. But when I consider some of the complaints made by the prisoners, 
especially in the female department, and some other trifling matters that came under my 
view at inspection, unnecessary to detail in a general report, I cannot but suggest to the 
Board, the necessity of the governor being sent to Lifford and Omagh gaols, to receive 
instructions as to the practical mode of proceeding in the various duties of governor, 
turnkeys and matron,' and he would there discover, from their bye-laws and the allocation of 
duties of each officer, that errors or complaints could not occur, without being traced to the 
neglect of, or want of intelligence in the governor himself: 1 trust, that these observations, 
which I unwillingly make, will prevent in future, any defects, which are always discreditable to 
a governor, though they cannot affect the general system of a prison such as Derry gaol, 
when the discipline laid down and enforced Dy the Board must always command from us 
a most favourable Report. 

Nothing can exceed the sound system laid down by the Board for the regulation of this 
gaol ; there is constant employment for every prisoner, the classification is minute and legal, 
a good school is established, every prisoner is clothed, the cooking and messing is regular 
and economically managed, and the medical department and hospitals are carefully attended 
to by the intelligent infirmary surgeon ; and the local inspector, and chaplains continue 
their zealous attention to their duty. 

The female class is conducted by a highly qualified matron, assisted by a Ladies Associ- 
ation; each prisoner clothed, employed and instructed. I have suggested, in a letter to 
the Board, to increase the means of classifying this class ; and I would also submit, for their 
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consideration, the necessity of adopting the bye-laws recommended by the Court of King’s 
Bench, detailing the duties of every officer, and erecting a treadmill for hard labour 
criminals. 

We again beg to submit the subject of Coleraine bridewell to the grand jury. 

County of Londonderry Bridewells. 

Coleraine. 

THE rooms used as a bridewell in this town, by the county and corporation jointly 
have no legal accommodation, and consequently will be abolished under the Act. The 
corporation of Coleraine are ready to join the county in the expense of erecting a legal 
prison, and I trust it will not long be delayed. It is a sessions town, and the Act of 
Parliament makes it imperative to have one there. 

Maghcrafelt . 

THERE is legal room in this small place of confinement, sufficient to separate male and 
female prisoners, and furniture provided. It is kept as clean and regular, as is practicable 
where the keeper does not reside. If a new bridewell is not erected in this large* 
sessions town, it would be necessary to build a small residence for the keeper, joined to the 
prison. 

Newtoion Limcvady. 

THE small prison in this town has been thrown down, and one is building under the new 
sessions house; I trust it will contain good accommodation for prisoners; the plan has not 
been sent (as the law requires) for the Lord Lieutenant’s sanction. 

District Lunatic Asylum, Londonderry. 

THIS asylum has been only in operation nearly one year, and has been filled to its full 
establishment of 104 patients, from Tyrone, Donegal and Derry. There still remain many 
incurable cases in each county, and it would be desirable to make room for such in all the 
provincial asylums, where they would be better attended to, and the county be relieved from 
two establishments. 

This asylum is admirably well kept by Mr. and Mrs. ClufT, the superintendent and 
matron. All the practical improvements made at Armagh and Limerick, have been adopted ; 
in the books, employment of inmates and regulations, satisfactorily proves, that the arrange- 
ments hitherto made by Government to fill these situations with experienced and practical 
men, holds out a certain prospect of their intentions becoming an example to every civilized 
nation. Every patient capable of work is employed in the house or garden ; and out of 166 
persons received in six months, 32 have been discharged as recovered. 

One patient only was under restraint on the day of my inspection. 

It is expected that in a short time the demands for admission will not be so great as at 
first formation, on account of the frequent cures obtained by taking advantage of the 
disease in its early stage, which only could be done by those benevolent institutions. 

County of Longford Gaol. 

THE new gaol of this county, has now for three years been in operation, and in all the 
great branches of prison discipline, viz. classification, inspection, some work for prisoners, 
and a separate cell for them at nio-ht, continues to call for a favourable Report; and if the 
grand jury can, consistently with the necessary economy which guides their expenditure, 
provide for more employment for the prisoners male and female, with a prison dress for the 
tried prisoners at least, and for all the females, and put up a small steam apparatus for 
cooking the food, which would economize fuel, this gaol would have much more the 
appearance as well as the reality of that moral government which the Act of Parliament con- 
templates ; viz. punishment, reform, and such a strict discipline, as will always prevent the 
rison being a desirable residence to the vagrants and ill-disposed inhabitants of the county, 
n fact, without constant employment and industry for every prisoner, the best regulated 
gaols in other respects will fall off instead of improve, and much of the expense in erecting 
a commodious prison be thrown away. 

The gaol was not as remarkable for cleanliness as usual. The yards all require to be 
graveled or stoned, which could be performed by the inmates, and the bye-laws sent down 
by the Court of King’s Bench for approval should be adopted, so that every officer may be 
acquainted with his duty, and called on by the governor to comply with it. The bath also 1? 
out of order. 

Two of the turnkeys cannot read or write, which is an unusual defect in a set of men who 
are employed to instruct others, when they should at least be able to read the details of their 
own duty; they are however well conducted men, and the governor reports favourably of 
them all. It is unusual to permit their families to reside in the gaol, and certainly injurious 
to discipline. 

./ There is a good treadmill constantly attended to ; and the males and females receive 
instruction in reading, from a schoolmaster and matron. : 

The officers are attentive to their various duties, 
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County of Louth Gaol. 

THE county gaol of Louth, continues to support its character as a well regulated prison. North 
where schooling, employment and discipline in all its branches are attended to, and the resi- District. 

dent and non-resident officers zealously perform their duty. These points could not be 1 . 

neglected, where the Board of Superintendence (supported by the grand jury) attend 
regularly, and give a minute attention to all the affairs of the gaol. The only defect in the 
structure, which neither provides for inspection by the governor from his house, classifica- 
tion or sufficient accommodation in cells, so as to give that important point in gaol discipline, 
viz. a single cell to each prisoner, where he should spend a night of solitary reflection after 
a day of labour and schooling. It is only by such arrangements that a prison can fully 
become a place of reformation and punishment, instead of that social intercourse amongst 
criminals night and day, which tends to much evil, and to make a gaol bearable if not comfort- 
able. These obvious defects are as much as possible remedied by the zeal of the officers and 
the attention of the Board ; but I still feel it my duty to urge the consideration of the sub- 
ject on the grand jury; and trust they will seethe necessity of erecting 30 cells and’ two 
day-rooms, in addition to the present accommodation, which can be effected by purchasing 
the adjoining yard to the prison. 

The tread-mill is now repaired, and I have no doubt but this mode of enforcing ihe sen- 
tence of the law to hard labour, will be attended to by the governor, whose peculiar duty it 
is to see every prisoner employed. 

A supply of clothing is wanted, and stones should be harrowed into each yard, so that 
every class could be employed by themselves. 

There is a good apparatus for cooking in each class, but whenever more room is gained for 
additional buildings, I would suggest the advantage in economy of fuel, time and general 
cleanliness, of erecting a steam machinery for cooking all the food together, which could be 
procured for about 30 /. 

The female class is well attended to by a competent matron, who provides for their school 
instruction and work; but even here, there is no accommodation for separating the classes. 

The books of the gaol are regularly kept, and the prison remarkably clean and regular; 
and the bye-laws recommended by the Court of King’s Bench, have been established. 

A prison dress has only been as yet given to the tried prisoners. 

A i dee Bridewell. 

THIS small prison has all the legal accommodation required for sessions town bridewells. 

The males and females are separated in yards, day-rooms, and cells. It is remarkably clean, 
and the books kept regular, and is supplied with the necessary furniture. 

Town of Drogheda Gaol. 

THE circumstances of this prison do not admit of a detailed report on its discipline and 
internal management, as there are seldom more than 10 prisoners confined, exclusive of 
debtors ; and there being no tread-mill or school, little more than safe keeping and cleanli- 
ness has been as yet attempted. On these two points, I am enabled on inspection to report 
favourably, and all the officers appear zealous, and desirous that some effort should be made 
to procure employment and school instruction for the few inmates, and thus prevent this 
new and rather commodious building, from being denominated little better than a small 
county bridewell for safe keeping, till prisoners are transmitted to the gaol. With a view to 
remedy this evil, I have suggested to the local inspector and governor, the propriety of one 
of the turnkeys acting as schoolmaster ; that the wife of one of the turnkeys, who has 
hitherto (though unpaid), taken charge of the female class, should be allowed 10 /.salary, 
and at once commence school instruction, with some needle work and spinning, and that 
stone-breaking should become a permanent work for the male classes, instead of an occa- 
sional one as hitherto practised. I consider these arrangements can be accomplished with- 
out any expense or loss, except a trifling remuneration to a female turnkey, which I submit 
with confidence to the grand jury for consideration. 

There is sufficient accommodation in the gaol for the average number of prisoners ; 
a good steam apparatus for cooking the food, and a legal supply of furniture. 

The sewers are out of order, but are under repair. 

The water-pipes require a complete repair, and a bath is much wanted. 

The Board have altered the dietary as to milk, by giving a quart of buttermilk instead of 
half sweet milk, as the law directs. 

The salaries of' the turnkeys are very low, only 18 /. per annum; they appear deserving 
men, and I would submit for favourable consideration that a suit of clothing should be 
allowed annually to each, as is practised almost invariably in all the county gaols. 

County of Meath Gaol. 

THE new gaol is in a great state of forwardness, and will be occupied in the spring 
of 1832; It will contain all the accommodation provided in the 1st Class of prisons, and 
will be a credit to the county ; the old gaol continues to be attended to by the Board or 
Superintendence at their regular meetings, and all the officers exerf themselves to establish 
such order, cleanliness and discipline as the tptal want of accommodation will admit ot. 

1 need scarcely remind the grand jury that there are but' 29 cells for an average of 100 pri- 
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soners whereas the law requires a cell for each prisoner, and that in every other respect 
there is a deficiency of day-rooms, yards, hospital, chapel, solitary cells, or rooms for work. 
The subject is only repeated here lest some might still suppose that any thing like classifi- 
cation, order, discipline or industry could effectually or legally be carried on in the old 



The tread-mill is out of order, and scarcely any stone-breaking for the male prisoners. 
These things are to be regretted, as industry and employment for every prisoner holdout 
the onlv hope of good being effected in any gaol. I am, however, aware of the difficulty of 
receiving in stones in the old prison, though I consider it may be conquered. The tread- 
mill should be at once repaired. , c , , , 

The school instruction has increased since last inspection, ana tlie temale class have some 
employment and schooling from the matron. 

No bye-laws have as yet been established, and indeed many of those sent down by the 
Court of King’s Bench for adoption could not be enforced with the present accommo- 

tla A°steam apparatus for cooking would save fuel and create more cleanliness and order. 



County of Meath Bridewells. 



Kells. 

AN excellent sessions town bridewell is erected here, and is now occupied and furnished. 
It contains sufficient legal accommodation. The pauper prisoners arc fed, and the returns 
regularly kept; yet it was not as clean as it should be on the day of inspection. 

Navan. 

A Bridewell, similar to that at Kells, has been erected here, containing legal accommo- 
dation in every respect, and is furnished. The returns are not as regularly kept as at Kells. 
The pauper prisoners are fed by a person in the town, on the order of the keeper, and pre- 
sented by the grand jury. No efficient check is placed over this issue of food, and it is 
the only bridewell in Ireland that has not adopted the mode provided by the Prison Act. 

The rooms are kept in a filthy state by the keeper, and I found them equally so on 
a second visit, accompanied by Mr. Fitzlierbert, the high sheriff. 

A surrounding wall would prevent the facility of escapes necessarily existing in all small 
bridewells where this is not provided for. 

Count}) of Monaghan Gaol. 

THE new gaol of this county is attended to with much care by the Board of Superin- 
tendence, consequently there is no ostensible care in the management ; but there certainly 
does not appear that zeal and activity in the resident officers that would enable me to make 
as favourable a report in this respect as I could wish ; however, the prison was remarkably 
-clean and orderly at my inspection. The school is attended to, and the prisoners were em- 
ployed at stone-breaking and the tread-mill. There were some trifling complaints by the 
prisoners which ought not to exist unknown to an efficient and active governor. An 
escape has also lately occurred which must always imply some want of energy or intelligence 
-in the head of the establishment, though the immediate cause of the escape may be traced 
to a subordinate officer. I mention these things with a view to call forth that zeal irt the 
working officers of an establishment, without which nothing can go on well, however anxious 
the Board and the local inspector may be to secure order and regularity. I trust those 
remarks will enable us next year to report this gaol as an example to others in all points, as 
•it is already in some particulars; and that as the grand jury are willing to provide every 
•thing necessary for the discipline of the prison, there shall be no deficiency in its moral 
■government. 

The accommodation in this gaol is quite sufficient for classification and providing a sepa- 
rate cell for each prisoner. The females are attended to by a qualified matron. There is 
a good apparatus for cooking the food, and a regular set of bye-laws have been established. 

A female hospital has been erected since last inspection, and I have only to submit for 
consideration to the grand jury the necessity of providing a good dress for all the 
prisoners. 

The medical officers and chaplains are attentive to their various duties, and the local 
inspector continues his zealous care over the interests of the whole establishment. 

Count }/ of Monaghan Bridewells. 



Castle Blaynei /. 

THIS new bridewell is kept in excellent order by a qualified keeper. The accommodation 
is sufficient, having two day-rooms, two yards, and seven cells, with keeper’s apartments. 
The returns are regularly kept, the pauper prisoners fed, and the furniture complete. 

Carrickmacross. 

A new bridewell is presented by the grand jury ; in the mean time, a room is hired fov 
the sessions’ .prisoners. 
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County of Roscommon Gao/. 

IT can be attended with very little good effect to report the same observations, year after North 
year, upon any particular gaol where defects have been pointed out and not remedied; it is District. 
only necessary to refer to former Reports, and I beg therefore to refer to the Report of ' v 
Major Palmer, which is in the hands of the local inspector, in the Eighth General Report. 

If the annual Report of an inspector-general was to be confined to his testimony as to the 
efficient discharge on the part of efficient officers of their respective duties, on the principles 
of prison discipline, which are established in each county, that testimony could be satisfac- 
torily born in favour of the officers of this prison, which is kept in a state of regularity and 
cleanliness, and the officers of which, in their several departments, have enabled the inspector 
to give a favourable answer to almost all the queries founded upon those sections of the 
Prison Act, which are prefixed to this Report, so far as they depend upon them ; but an 
inspector-general has other objects to which it is his duty to attend, and which affect the 
subject of prison discipline in points of more vital importance than the ordinary detail of 
duty, and in which the goal of this county is extremely backward. 

The Legislature has placed in the hands of a Board of Superintendence, to be appointed 
by the grand jury, the whole control of the several gaols of each county ; and it must, 
therefore be obvious, that if that Board do not assume that control, and afford the attend- 
ance which is necessary for that purpose, the main spring of the system is inoperative ; that 
such is the low state of prison discipline in this county, is at once proved by the fact, that 
the Board are only in the habit of meeting once prior to each assizes. To enter fully into 
this part of the subject, would much exceed the limits of this Report, and the grand jury arc 
therefore referred to the Eighth General Report for our observations, under the head of 
Boards of Superintendence. 

The object next in importance to the systematic attendance of this Board, is the establish- 
ment of a good system of bye-laws. The Legislature has committed to the Board of Super- 
intendence the duty of framing those laws. This object has been frequently brought before 
them by us. We have forwarded to them the printed general system of bye-laws, approved 
by the Court of King’s Bench, in order to assist in the formation of the county code, but no 
steps whatever have been taken upon the subject. The gaol remains, therefore, without any 
fixed system of regulations, without which it is impossible to carry on any thing like that 
improved system of prison discipline which has been established in those counties in which 
the subject has been seriously taken up. 

In the arrangement of the chain of duty, a principle is acted upon which is most injurious 
in its tendency ; viz. that the several turnkeys are not independent officers, paid by the 
county, but servants to the governor, who contracts for the payment of undefined salaries 
to such officers as he may employ. Without intending to cast the slightest reflection upon 
the governor of the county gaol, it is necessary to make the general remark, that nothing 
can tend more to encourage corrupt appointments or a bad system of duty. The person 
who is now returned officially as deputy governor of the gaol, is a relative of the governor, 
acting gratuitously. 

The labour in this prison is carried on partially, being confined to the tried classes. By the 
104th Section of the Prison Act, the governor is bound to keep all poor prisoners to such 
work as the Board shall appoint, and those who are untried, if they receive the county 
allowance, are subject to the rule ; indeed, the employment contemplated by the act, is sup- 
posed to be advantageous and profitable to the prisoners. 

The want of classification in the debtors and female prisoners, is a very serious evil. In 
the former, it is impossible to accommodate the more respectable class of debtors, some of 
whom I found in the hospital, while it is impracticable, in one general prison and yard, to 
introduce the two totally distinct systems of regulation which ought to be applied to the 
different classes of master and pauper debtors, or to lay down any rides which do not either 
too much limit the reasonable inaulgences of the one class, or introduce confusion in the 
other, particularly with respect to visitors. In the female class, it is distressing to see the most 
promising characters in the prison mixed with the common vagrant. It is strongly recom- 
mended to the grand jury to gain room by raising the debtors and female prisons, to the 
same height as the other part or the gaol. 

County of Roscommon Bridewells. 



’ Boyle. 

THIS prison is finished and occupied : it contains legal accommodation in every respect; 
and is kept remarkably clean. The pauper prisoners are fed, aud the quarterly returns regu- 
larly transmitted to our office. 

Athlone. 

THIS prison is unfinished, owing to a mistake in the presentment; no prisoners have 
been confined in the old bridewell. Those who have been committed are placed in the 
small prison on the county of Westmeath side of the town, which is a most improper place 
of confinement, and is legally abolished by 7 Geo. 4, c.74, s.96. 
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Strokeslown and Casllerea. 

THESE two new prisons are now in full operation ; they are built on the same plan, and 
contain apartments for the keener, a day-room and cells for male prisoners, wrth accom- 
modation for the few females that are likely to be confined, together with separate yards 

f ° The prisons are well furnished, and in every respect established according to law. The 
keepers appear to be competent to the discharge of their duty. 

County of Sligo Gaol. 

IT is eratifvin* to me to be able to report this prison greatly improved in every respect. 
The want of constant employment hitherto prevented Sligo gaol from keeping pace with 
others in discipline and good order. , . . , , , 

I found every prisoner at work, a good tread-mill established, and each criminal had 
a sleeping cell ; these circumstances alone are calculated to make confinement a punish- 
ment, as° the law purposes, and give some hope of working reformation in characters not 

well managed and creditable to the master; a good steam apparatus is 
almost finished for cooking the food. Bye-laws are established, and the female classes are 
all employed, and instructed in reading under a qualified matron. 

The Board have ordered all recommitted prisoners to be kept 111 solitary confinement, 
which, from the complaints of those subject to it, appears to be a severe though salutary 
punishment; some doubts seem to exist on its legality, and perhaps it would be desirable 

to obtain the opinion and sanction of the judge at the assizes on it. 

I beg to submit for the consideration of the grand jury the propriety of placing a balcony 

round the governor’s house, for the purpose of inspection. ' 

Some clothing is much wanting, and, if possible, the stone-breaking should be made 
a source of profit to the county, as well as a trifling payment to the prisoners, as an 
encouragement to future industry. , , , , . , 

. The hours of males are not as regular as they should be, occasioned by the contractor 
not bringing the milk in time. . , „ ,, , -. 

One additional turnkey, and one watchman, is required for the discipline and safety 
of the gaol. I found the prison remarkably clean, the officers zealous and attentive to their 
duty, and the additional buildings erected by the liberality of the grand jury has provided 
such accommodation and classification as to enable the local inspector and governor toestab 
lish a system and discipline creditable to the county. 

The matron’s salary is only 10/. per annum, the lowest in the kingdom ; 1 would beg to 
submit a small increase. 



County of Sligo Bridewell. 



Ballymote. 

THIS sessions town bridewell contains the legal accommodation. The males and females 
are separated, and provided with a day-room and yard. The furniture is complete, the 
pauper prisoners are fed, and the returns correctly kept. The keeper is a good orheer, ana 
1 found the apartments clean and orderly. 

County oj Tyrone Gaol. 

THE new prison has only been fully completed since last inspection, and it is gratifying 
to state that my expectations (as expressed in former Reports) are realized as to the interna 
management of this gaol,— the classification, inspection, employment of male pnson ’ 
school instruction, with a night cell for each prisoner. The Board meet monthly, and n 
established the bye-laws printed under the sanction of the Court of King’s Bench, an 
whole system being established in accordance with the provisions of the I rison Ac , 
with the best models, we look forward with satisfaction to the result. Criminals will n 
that a sentence to imprisonment is more than a privation of liberty, and that while a g a0 » 
on the one hand, a place of punishment, it opens, on the other hand, a door to relorma 1

There is but little schooling, and no employmen , 
any appearance of that cleanliness and order which should be obvious in every public es a 
lishment. I would submit to the grand jury the consideration of advertising lor a qua 
matron. t 
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In concluding this report, I consider it a duty I owe to the governor to report him as jNorth 

a zealous and intelligent public officer. . . 

The lunatics in the gaol should be removed as soon as practicable to a provincial 

aS ‘Th™Bo?.rd of Superintendence met on the day of my inspection, and appointed turnkeys 
to replace the military. 

Bridewells of County Tyrone. 



Clogher. 

THE grand jury have presented 800Z. to erect a new bridewell in this sessions town. 
The old place of confinement does not possess the legal accommodation in any respect, and 
cannot be considered as a legal place of confinement. 

Strabane. 

TH IS bridewell contains legal accommodation, and is kept remarkably clean and orderly. 
The furniture is complete. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the returns regularly made to 
our office. 

Dungannon. 

THE new bridewell is now finished and will be occupied immediately, containing all the 
legal accommodation. The old prison is still in use, but quite inefficient in every particular; 
and it is very desirable to remove the prisoners as soon as possible. The debtors should at 
all times be sent at once to the county gaol, instead of occupying the cells intended for 
criminals. 



County of Westmeath Gaol. 



THE new gaol was occupied by the prisoners only a few days before the inspection, and 
there being no furniture as yet provided, and the prisoners being removed in a great hurry, 
on account of the sentinels being taken off, none of these regulations were made, that would 
enable me with justice to the officers to give any detailed report of the system of discipline 
or order pursued at present ; but I have no doubt that this prison will in a short time exhibit 
a system of moral government creditable to the county, and to the officers. 

The new gaol furnishes accommodation for all the purposes of the law, in cells, day and 
work rooms, yards, infirmaries, chapel, and tread-mill. There is full inspection from the 
governor’s house, and ample room for employment at stone-breaking by classes in their 
yards. Under these circumstances I trust a good report may be made the ensuing year, 
and that the governor will now prove himself qualified to execute his important office. 

I had the satisfaction of meeting the Board of Superintendence and the high sheriff 
who gave me much of their time, and are anxious to arrange this establishment on a sound 

Sy f submitted for their consideration that the governor should proceed to Tullamore to see 
the regulations of that excellent gaol, and particularly learn the necessary details. The 
Board arranged for their future monthly meetings ; and I recommended a small steam appara- 
tus to be at once erected to save fuel, and prevent the sad disorder ansing from each class 



cooking in their day-room. . . ■ , . 

The necessary books were ordered ; and the tread-mill, which was out of repair, is to be im- 
mediately amended. A bell was also ordered to be procured by the local inspector. 

There is no work or prison dress till the furniture is provided, but the Board purposes 
correcting their defects after the assizes ; and have adopted the bye-laws recommended by 
the Court of King’s Bench. , „ 

The matron does not yet reside in the prison, and the female prisoners cannot be classed 
or arranged till the furniture is procured. . , „ m 

An efficient school is established in the male side of the pnson, and all the officers, resi- 
dent and non-resident, appear zealous and anxious to place the gaol on a good and perma- 
nent foundation. 



Moat Bridewell. 

THE new court-house and bridewell in this sessions town, is not yet quite finished ;; so 
that the old one is still in use. The pauper prisoners are fed, and the returns regularly 
made to our office. But it has never been Kept with that cleanliness and order which 
should be the character of all public institutions.

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County of Carlow Gaol. 

THE addition to the old gaol of Carlow is nearly finished and will be occupied in April next, 
when there will be sufficient day-rooms, yards and cells for classification, employment for every 
prisoner, and hard labour by the tread-mill. The governor and officers will then have an 
opportunity of proving their zeal for discipline and good order, and satisfying the county 
gentlemen that the expense incurred is not useless or thrown away, but producing such 
economy and moral government as to lesson crime, and thus indirectly to lessen all the ex- 
penditure of the establishment. 

The accommodation at present afforded is so confined, that it is impossible to classify tho 
prisoners as the law directs, or to employ them except at schooling, so that any report on the. 
subject would be unjust, as it would imply blame to the officers where none existed. The 
cells are kept very clean and regular. 

The male school is well managed, and has produced much good; and the female depart- 
ment is conducted admirably under a qualified matron, assisted by a visiting committee of 
ladies ; they are in the new prison, and are clothed, instructed and employed at work. 

On visiting the prison early next morning after inspection, I found two prisoners in one cell 
contrary to law, though there were sufficient cells to provide one for each criminal. I mention 
the subject as it is my duty not to conceal irregularities from the grand jury, but I trust, 
from the general good moral character of the governor, a better system will be established on 
occupying the new gaol. 

L beg to submit to the Board of Superintendence the advantage that would arise to the 
management and discipline of the prison, by their meeting more frequently at the period of 
occupation, and establishing the bye-laws which were recommended by the Court of King’s 
Bench. 

It will be necessary to provide two or three more turnkeys as soon as the military are with- 
drawn. There are only two turnkeys at present. 

I would also recommend that the governor and turnkeys should be directed to visit Tulla- 
more gaol, in order to practically learn the details and management of a well-arranged 
prison. 

I beg also to submit for consideration the subject of the diet. It is now, and has been for 
a long period, bread and milk, at an expense of sixpence per head, whereas the potato or 
mixed diet would cost only 3 £ d. or 4 d. which would create a saving of nearly 800 /. per, 
annum, even with the small number of prisoners now in the gaol. 

County of Clare Gaol. 

THE county gaol at Ennis continues to hold a distinguished place among the best regulated 
establishments of this class. The Board of Superintendence persevere in their attention to. 
the duties imposed upon them, in which they arc well supported by a zealous and roost 
efficient governor who is highly deserving of the confidence of the county. 

The male prison ora are kept steadily to work, and notwithstanding a great want of accom- 
modation in proportion to numbers, and consequent unavoidable crowding, the yards, day- 
rooms and cells are kept in a state of the greatest neatness. The messes are cooked and 
served with much regularity and order, and the whole interior most satisfactory. On the 
appointment of additional turnkeys on the removal of the military guard, the Board have 
adopted the wisest course, convinced that moral government is the best-security for the safe 
custody of prisoners, They have connected the whole of the officers with the management 
of allotted classes ; they are dressed in uniform, and attached to separate portions of the gaol, 
and perform their duty with a striking degree of system and precision. There are nine 
turnkeys in the gaol. 

I was disappointed to find that the building of the new female prison and marshalsea had 
not been Commenced. It has been very long delayed but is now likely to proceed ; this plan 
will much remedy the want of room in the prison; at present the prisoners are crowded, par- 
ticularly in the female division, indeed that department is by no means conducted so well 
as the remainder of the establishment. It is placed at present under a matron, whom it will 
be indispensable to replace iii the management of the female prisoners, when a better system 
can be brought into operation in the new building ; to entrust such a charge to her would 
defeat the whole object. 

The principal object to be recommended to the Board of Superintendence in this county 
is the care of the bridewells, which are not as yet brought under that general system of regu- 
lation which alone will secure the good keeping of all, and therefore they vary much in their 
comparative state with each other, as will appear in the special reports upon each. I have 
laid before the Board a system adopted in another county for the regulation of bridewells 
and the training of bridewell officers, (a point of essential importance) and trust that a similar 
arrangement will not be delayed in the county of Clare. 
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THIS bridewell is a new building upon a very good plan, and contains complete separation 



for male and female prisoners, with day-rooms, yards and a separate number of cells, 
present keeper is an efficient officer, and I found the prison in very high order. On the v_ 
whole this bridewell is quite satisfactory. 

Ennistymon. 

THIS new prison, although by no means on so good a plan as that of Tulla, contains legal 
accommodation, and I found it in good order. The keeper appears to be an intelligent and 

proper person for his situation. 

r 1 1 Six- Mile Bridge. 

THIS new prison is nearly on the same plan with that at Ennistymon. I found it in a state 
of great confusion and irregularity ; the keeper was absent on ray arrival, and unprepared, and 
has pleaded this circumstance in excuse; but the state in which the prison, and particularly 
the keeper’s apartments appeared, bespeak habits of filth and disorder which ought not to be 
permitted to remain in any public establishment. The keeper would at least require to be 
ordered to Ennis, and proved in the county gaol before he should be again put in charge ot 
the bridewell. 

Ktlriisn. 

THIS prison requires the serious attention of the Board of Superintendence. The building 
is so insecure and ill finished, that considerable alterations and repairs are required. These, 
together with my observations on the irregular manner in which the prison is kept, are com- 
municated in detail to the Board. 

County of Cork Gaol. 

IN our General Report of the last year (8th Report, p. 5), under the head of “ Boards of 
“ Superintendence,” we expressed our opinion upon the great importance which attaches to 
the personal attention of that body to the prison discipline of a county. We stated, that 
“ should the system of any particular prison attain to any degree of perfection by other 
“ means than through the medium of the Board, it affords to us comparatively little satisfac- 
*1 tion. The interior arrangements of a prison maybe sometimes sustained by an able 
“ local inspector or governor ; but in such cases the counties have no security for the per- 
•1 manency of the system, having hone for the continuance of such services. Prisons which 
“ owe their improvement to such means are seldom found to exhibit a consistently good 
« system, well regulated in all its departments. The improvement then is partial as well as 
u uncertain/’ See. &c. ( see 8th Report.) 

To these observations we might have added that our principle peculiarly applies to the 
case of a county in which the care of the local authorities is not confined to one establish- 
ment, but extends to a number of small (but not unimportant) prisons, placed in the most 
distant parts of an extensive county, and which can derive no benefit from the officers ot 
the county gaol, but which, equally with that prison, form a part of the charge committed 
to a Board of Superintendence. . , , „ . u 

Of the good effect of a general system thus established, grounded on the law ot the 
land, working under the direct control of the constituted authorities, and not dependent 
on the zeal or talents of individuals, we have a striking example in this county, and we 
should not do justice to the Board of Superintendence if we did not acknowledge that the 
example which has been set in this extensive county by their zealous and persevering, and 
consequently successful efforts, to give effect to the benevolent enactments of the Legislature 
in the several classes of gaols, has been very materially conducive to the general im-. 
movement which we are enabled to report in the system of prison discipline throughout 
Ireland. . 

Notwithstanding the favourable reports which we have been enabled to make upon 
the county of Cork gaol, improvement is decidedly progressive in the house ot correction 
and sheriff’s prison.

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The classification of females not being regulated by the Prison Act, and differing in its 
principle from that of male prisoners in several particulars, has been regulated after much 
consideration in such a manner as is most likely to guard against injurious associations, and 
best to promote the improvement of the most promising classes. The females are fully 
employed in the laundry, and in spinning, knitting and making dresses for the male and 
female prisoners. Much attention is paid to the instruction of the women in reading and 
writing ; and the valuable advantage of the attendance of the Ladies’ Committee is steadily 
afforded them. The beneficial effects of such a system in this interesting department are 
very apparent. 

The male schools are carried on in the manner which originated with this county, each 
turnkey being required to act as schoolmaster to his own class ; a measure almost necessary 
in a gaol upon a large scale, and which has been recently adopted in some extensive prisons 
which have been newly occupied. 

The system of general employment for the poor prisoners under the 104th Section of the 
Prison Act remains as it was at the period of our last inspection. The Board have been 
most anxious to give full effect to the law, both in the tried and untried classes, but have 
found that difficulty which is universally experienced in accomplishing this most important 
object. The tread-wheel and other hard labour in the house of correction is effectually 
carried into effect ; and it is the intention of the Board to submit to the grand jury in 
their next Report the expediency of issuing general clothing in that branch of the 
establishment. 

We are happy to find that the Board have adopted the most judicious arrangements in 
the application of the additional number of officers appointed on the removal of the military' 
guard ; having avqidcd the error of establishing a g<tol guard, and having employed the 
whole of their officers in strengthening the interior order and discipline of the classes, the 
duty of the watch being performed by a roster of the whole number. 

The accounts of the expenditure of the oounty gaol, and other prisons of this county, 
are kept in the most satisfactory manner, published in the form of a pamphlet every year, 
and circulated through the county; which account not only exhibits the regularity of the 
system but the economical arrangements of the Board, as there has been a decrease of 
expense every year. The Board also make a halffyearly report to the grand jury, including 
their account, and all subjects connected with the prison discipline of the county which 
properly come before them. 

The observations which are to be made on the mode of government of the bridewells will 
be reserved for the General Report. Much benefit is expected to result to other counties 
from the adoption of the system; they will therefore be most profitably introduced in that 
portion of our Report which is most likely to attract attention. On- the whole, the duly 
of reporting upon this prison has afforded that entire satisfaction which it has done for 
many years. '» 

Count y of Cork Bridewells. 

IT being our intention to introduce into our General Report, some observations on the 
admirable system of government of the numerous and distant bridewells of this county, it 
will be here only neeessary briefly to notice the state in which they were found oii the day 
of inspection. It is scarce necessary to repeat, that in this county, in which, prior to the 
late Acts of Parliament “ relating to Prisons in Ireland,” there was not one minor prison 
above the class of a miserable black hole ; there is now in every town in which a place of 
confinement is established, a prison containing every accommodation which the law requires, 
and conducted upon the best principles of prison discipline which can be applied to them 
respectively. :* 

The following prisons I found complete in every respect, and in a state' of order and clean- 
liness most creditable to the system of the Board, and . to the local inspector and 
keeper, viz. : ;

In making this classification, I have thrown together prisons which are upon different 
scales of accommodation, and by no means similarly circumstanced.. The plans of these 
bridewells have-, however, been so often described, that in. this Report the distinction made is 
founded upon their present'comparative state, by which the Board may be enabled tojudgs 
of the merits of their respective keepers.

NO change has taken place in these corporation prisons since our last Report. 

Much disappointment has occurred respecting the prison at Youghal. If some steps shall South 
not be at once, taken to build a new gaol, or. to improve the present one, so as to bring it District, 
within the provisions of the Prison Act, it will be necessary to resort to the arrangement ' - — ■— 

laid down in the 7th Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 96, under which this local prison will be abolished. 

It is in fact included in the abolition of local prisons by that section, unless the corporation 
shall preserve their right to a separate gaol by availing themselves of the provisions of the 
97th section, which has been now too long deferred. 

The corporation of Kinsale have complied with the terms of the Prison Act, and their 
gaol is now in good order. 

Lunatic Asylum. 

I rouND this extensive establishment very much improved, and in as high order as the 
circumstances of the case admits.

N. B. — Sixty-six idiots and epileptic admitted from 1st January to 24th September 1830. 

The principal difficulty which impedes the usefulness of this and other lunatic asyluriis, 
is the great accumulation of incurable cases, and the mixture of idiots and epileptic patients, 
who occupy the accommodation necessary to the proper classification of those who are the 
proper inmates of a lunatic asylum, and deprive them of the full advantage of such an 
institution. This is a growing evil in this asylum. 

The accommodation consists of three parts; the upper building containing 105 cells, 
which is denominated the convalescent department; the two adjoining yards and buildings, 
containing 100 cells, which receive the acute cases; and the two yards and buildings con- 
tiguous to the House of Industry, containing 101 cells, which are allotted to the cases of 
idiotisra and epilepsy. 

It has been in the contemplation of the county and city to alter the constitution of this 
asylum, and to connect it with the system of district asylums, under the Commissioners of 
General Control. Should such a measure be decided upon, an Act of Parliament would bo 
necessary in order to carry it into effect, and to place the building, or any part thereof, 
under the Acts by which asylums of that class are established and regulated. This change 
would be very desirable, Cork being now the only county in Ireland which is not included 
in the arrangements made under those Acts. The building is so planned that it would be 
very practicable to cut off either the first, or the first and second divisions before detailed, 
from the remainder of the building, leaving in the latter case, the third division still to be 
attached to the House of Industry, for the reception of idiots and epileptics. 

City of Cork Gaol. 

Notwithstanding the favourable Report made in the last year of the state of this' 
Gaol, I found it decidedly improved. It is impossible to speak too highly of the attention 1 
of the local inspector, the Rev. Dr. Quarry, or the value of his labours in promoting the 
good order and welfare of this extensive establishment. It is a defect in the Cork gaol, 
that by the original plan, it is divided by so marked a distinction into two equal parts, one 
as it were for males, and the other for female prisoners, when the numbers of the former 
so greatly exceed the latter. And it is worthy of the consideration of the Board of Superin- 
tendence, whether a portion of the female side might not be allotted to men, without inter- 
fering with the entire separation which is necessary. 

On the day of inspection the numbers confined were 120 males, and 42 females. 

In the debtors prison a great improvement might be effected by a very trifling alteration, 
viz- by opening a door from the day-room of the pauper debtors, to their yard ; this would 
enable the governor to keep closed during the day time the present day-room, and that of 
their corridor, by which means a' passage would be given to the master debtors from their 
rqoms to their yard, without mixture of classes; and the cells of the pauper class being 
enclosed and incapable of access, might be constantly left open for ventilation. 
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On the subject of prison Awes which we eve so anxious to promote, progress lias been 
made The Uol of the city of Cork is move forward than the great Monty, even of the 
well conducted gaols, but it has not yet completed a general system of clothing, which some 
gaols have accomplished, and which so much contribute. to the good appearance and comfort 
of the prisoners. 

The general state of the female prisoners is most creditable the women are uniformly 
clothed S kept in a state of perfect neatness ; they are separated mto six classes, under 
a very competent matron and assistant, and usefully employed and instructed ; their work, 
a veiy comptL s „; nn ine\ and the laundry; and a gratifying return is

City of Cork Bridewell. 

EIGHT cells for solitary confinement, with fireplaces in each, have been added to this 
prison since last inspection. I found the prison in a cleanly state. It is now confined to 
two classes of prisoners, those committed for twenty-four hours, and those detained for 
further examination. 

County of Galway Gaul. 

BEFORE any observation is made

their hands of carrying on a good 'system, they present the whole establishment to an in- 
specting officer in a most creditable state. The routine of duty which is in operation, is 
carried °on, not only with regularity, but with much precision and order; and there is an evi-_ 
dent appearance of exertion and anxiety on their parts to fulfil the duties of their several 
stations. It appears almost incompatible with such a testimony that the progress of prison 
discipline in the gaol of Galway should be reported to be in a most backward and almost 
wholly neglected stale ; but a reference to the sections of the Act of Parliament relative to 
prisons, which are detailed in the special report to the grand jury, and the manner in wmen 
they are reported as being carried mto effect, will at once reconcile these two statements^ 
aud prove that such is the state of the prison. 

It may, however be necessary, in order to our being more clearly understood, that, wei 
should point out what are those important' features in the system of prison discipline, to 
the want of which we particularly allude. .The first object to be attained in order to esta - 
lish a good system, is the effective control and consequently systematic attendance ot 1 ® 
“ Board of Superintendence,” to whom the Legislature has committed the whole power and 
responsibility. r , • 

The object next in importance, and which it is the first duty of the board to accompitsi , 
the framing of a comprehensive system of bye-laws. In framing these bye-laws, were we o 
point out the most essential objects which they should embrace, we should state, 

1. The general employment of all poor prisoners, which is imperatively thrown upont e 
Board by section 104. 

2. The establishment of a good school, for the instruction of the several classes. . ' 

3. The provision for the effectual execution of, sentences to hard labour ; particulaily on 

the tread-wheel. _ , ' f

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We shall not now enter into further particulars; but do very earnestly submit to the 
g rand jury the great importance of taking tile subject into their serious consideration, and 
particularly the indispensable necessity of placing all the prisons of the county, (including ' 
the new bridewells) under the care of an attending Board without further delay. 

If that great object is effected, every thing else will follow. If the Board will attend, 
they cannot fail to take upright views of prison discipline; of this wc have the most satis- 
factory experience in other counties ; and we would respectfully point out to them, that the 
most effectual way in which this great point can be accomplished, is by the selection of at least 
six of the members of the Board, from gentlemen who reside in or close to the county town, 
and who would form an acting sub-committee to attend weekly. The other six members to 
be chosen from the more distant parts of the county, and so selected, that one member will * 
reside near to each bridewell. The general meetings of the Board to be on a fixed day in 
each month, on the first Wednesday or other appointed day. By this means the distant 
members, knowing the days of meeting, are enabled to make occasional arrangements for 
attendin''-. If the Board should call upon us, we should be prepared at all times to afford 
cverv aiS in our power, and to furnish them with the whole system o'f management which has 
been adopted both for the county gaol and bridewells of those counties in which the 
Boards have exercised that practical control which is appointed to them by the Legislature 
throughout the sections of the Prison Act. 

Having- brought this subject before the grand jury, we shall close our report, and trust 
that the spring assizes may not pass without the establishment of a Board to whom wc can 
submit any further suggestions which may appear to us calculated to introduce such a 
system as will render the gaol at Galway a scene of industry and general reformation to 
the well disposed, and of punishment to the idle and abandoned, and particularly to those 
who are subject to, and now evade the sentence of the law, to hard labour. 

County of Galway Bridewells. 



Ballinasloe. 

THIS small prison is kept in good order, it however contains but two rooms for pri- 
soners, and is by no means a prison sufficiently commodious or secure for the town of 
Ballinasloe. 

I'uarn. 

THIS new prison is now complete; it is attached to a quarter sessions court-house, and 
contains keeper’s apartments, day-rooms and yards for males and females; six cells for the 
former and two for the latter. The furniture is now ordered, and this bridewell is, in every 
respect, conformable to law. 

1 Clifden. 

THIS bridewell is now completed, and furniture ordered. It contains keepers apartments, 
three day-rooms, and several cells, and is, in every respect, conformable to law ; the separa- 
tion of males and females is complete, in cells, day-rooms and yards. 

Gort. 

THIS old prison is in the same state as when last visited. It contains two colls on the 
ground floor with fireplaces, one attic room, allotted to females and keepers apartments, 
with one yard ; it does not afford the required accommodation, and is much out of repair.— 
I found the prison clean. 

Loughrea. 

THE old prison remains in the same miserable state as when before reported. The new 
bridewell likely to be occupied during this summer, and will contain ample accommodation ; 
viz. keepers rooms, two day-rooms, eight cells, with two yards for male and female prisoners, 
and one yard for the keeper. 

Woodford. 

THIS small prison is kept in good order. A plan has been submitted for raising the 
house and dividing the yard, in order to comply with the terms of the Prison Act, and which 
1 recommended to the favourable consideration of the. grand jury. 

Eyrecourt. 

THIS old prison remains in the same state as heretofore, and the commissioners had not 
commenced the new prison at the time of my inspection; they, however, were about to take 
measures for that purpose. 

General Observations on Galway Bridewells. 

THESE prisons are only now placed on such a footing as to admit of anything. like a good 
system of management, and they will indispensably require that attention and constant 
control of the Board of Superintendence of the county, which alone will.be found effectual 
to uphold and continue such a system ; the whole prisons of the county are placed under 
thnir management, in the same manner as the county gaol, a circumstance which, as yet, 
has not been taken into their consideration.

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Town of Galway Gaol. 

IN the oresent state of the town gaol of Galway, it is quite unnecessary to point out its 
to tl,. „ a „d lory. They are well known to them, and a presentment lias actually 
been made for building such an addition to the prison as will enable them to establish clas- 
sification suitable to the numbers confined, and to the principle ol separation required by 
the Prison Act. I found the gaol clean and regular, and have no doubt but the same officers 
would, on an enlarged scale, carry on a good system. 

The gaol requires new bedsteads in the debtors and female classes; those for the latter 

ar The ^ most distressing defect in this establishment, which is in direct violation of the Act, 
destructive in its consequences, and capable of reform even before the addition shall be built, 
is the total neglect and melancholy state of the female prisoners ; a class that have particu- 
larly attracted the attention of the grand juries of the different counties, and been almost the 
first objects of their care. The successful results of all attempts to improve female prisoners, 
and the demoralizing effects of neglect on that class, even more than upon any other, render 
the duty of introducing industry and superintendence imperative, and the attempt propor- 

tl °ht ly tlmSel\ n ron 1 dy recommended to the grand jury, without delay, to remove this stain 
from the system of this town gaol, and to appoint a moral discreet matron who may be 
qualified not only to instruct the females in reading and work, but to watch over their moral 
conduct, and to introduce order and system in that class. 

County of Kerry Gaol. 

THE additions to this prison which have been in progress for some time, are now nearly 
completed, although the new parts of the gaol were not occupied at the time of my inspection. 
They will afford a sufficient number of cells for the ordinary number of prisoners, with 
suitable day-rooms and yards, together with a detached marshalsea for master debtors, 
a separate house for female prisoners, and every other accommodation which the Prison Act 
prescribes, and there is every reason to expect that the gaol of L ralec will soon rank amongst 
the very best regulated county gaols. The Board of Superintendence are actively engaged 
m laying the foundation of a well-regulated interior, and having determined to adopt the 
code of bye-laws which has been printed and circulated by us under the sanction of the 
Court of ‘King’s Bench, or some code similar thereto, there will be every security for the 
support of the most approved system of prison discipline. . _ , 

It is to be regretted that the female prison, winch is a detached building, does not afford 
the means of dividing them into two classes. The women are, however, very well attended 
to, uniformly clothed, instructed in reading and writing, and in useful works, there is 
also a laundry connected with the new building, which will add to the means of useful 
employment, and enable the matron to apply their labour to the important object of washing 
for the whole establishment. . . - 

• When the prison shall be occupied, it is recommended to the Board, as the object ot 
paramount importance, to endeavour to provide general employment, under the 104th section 
of the Prison Act, which should extend to every class, whether of tried or untried prisoners. 
In the mean time, however, the prisoners are kept regularly employed in the school, and 
their progress in reading and writing is very satisfactory. Notwithstanding this best sub- 
stitute for other occupations for the inmates of the gaol, it does not amount to a compensa- 
tion for the want of profitable labour, which is absolutely enjoined by the Prison Act on the 
Boards of Superintendence and governors of all prisons. . 

In the gaol of the county of Cork a system Qf instruction has been long established, 
which has been attended with the best results. No turnkey is appointed who is not com- 
petent to act as schoolmaster in his own class ; by this means instruction does not interfere 
with classification. The connection between the officers with those under their immediate 
charge is strengthened, and each teacher is stimulated to exertion by the progress ot the 
classes of others. f , 

In adverting to the defects pointed out by the inspector general in the Report 01 ine 
last year, it is gratifying to observe that in every practicable instance they have been cor- 
rected, or are in progress of being bo ; and there is every prospect that on the occupation 0 
the whole of the' gaol the intentions of the county in expending a large sum will be found 
to be fully and satisfactorily, answered.

These prisons.are all. built upon the same plan except that of Killarney, which being con- 
nected with a quarter sessions court-house, is made to contain more accommodation ■ 0 
prisoners. The .remaining bridewells each contain a magistrate’s room, in which |>e y 
sessions are held, keepers apartments, with day-rooms and yards for male and tema . 
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nrisoners anil five cells, two for females, three for males. They are all constructed upon an 
•'roved plan, by which inspection of the yards is commanded from the windows of the 
keepers apartments. They are well built and commodious in every respect, and do great . 
credit to the grand jury of the county. . 

The bridewells at Tarhert, Listowe /, and Castleidand are completed, and furniture ordered 
for them ; those at Ki/larney, Milt own, Caherciveen, Dingle, and Kcnmare are in great 

forwardness^ ^ Superintendence have commenced their care of these important establish- 
ments which have been so much neglected throughout Ireland until within these few years, 
owing’ to a general and erroneous idea that the authority and responsibility of the Board does 
not extend beyond the county gaol, and have entered upon their labours with much zeal. 
The Board have adopted a system by which the control of these prisons will be kept in 
their own hands, and by which the appointment of efficient officers will be secured. It is 
their intention to connect the bridewells with the county gaol, in which each bridewell 
keeper is to undergo a probationary training, and to which each will be subjected to return 
in the event of any neglect or deficiencies in the order and management of their respective 
bridewells Without such precaution, and a systematic plan steadily adhered to, the large 
expenditure incurred in erecting these bridewells would prove to have been but a waste of 
the public money: but under the watchful superintendence of the Board such institutions 
will doubtless become, as they have done in other countries, a measure of important advan- 
tage to the public, and substantially realize the benevolent intentions of the Legislature.

NO attention having been paid to the suggestions contained in the Report of the last 
year I have merely to repeat what I expressed in that Report; at the same time regretting 
that ’in respect to general order and cleanliness, I found this prison decidedly fallen oti. 

It appears to me, that the principal defects in this gaol are capable of correction at 
a trifling expense. These defects are, that the day-rooms are placed at the extreme end of 
the comdors : the privies are in the corridors ; it is therefore necessary, that the corridors 
should be constantly open to the prisoners, and consequently the doors of the cells are locked 
bv dav These cells are at best (in comparison with those of modern gaols) defective in ven- 
tilation, and when locked during the day time, must be extremely close and unwholesome. 
Another defect is, that the yards are not always accessible to the prisoners, as m well con- 
structed prisons, not being'immediately attached to the gaol, but separated by a surround- 
ing passage, the prisoners are therefore confined except at particular hours to very small 
day-rooms, instead of having the power of going at any time into the yards. To remedy 
these defects, it is suggested, 

1. That the present work-rooms be used as day-rooms. , ., , 

2. That the passage between the gaol and yardB should be removed, and the yards con- 
nected with the gaol. , 

a. That a staircase should be made from the work-rooms to the yard. 

4 That the privies, which are very offensive, should be removed, and placed in the yards. 

5. That the corridors should be locked up, and the cells kept open during the whole of 
the day. .... 

These alterations would correct the principal defects in the construction of the pnson ; 
and although that inspection of the yards from the governors house is wanted, which is 
effected in modern plans, and which renders it completely safe to open the continual access 
tothe yards for the several classes of prisoners, yet by a certain degree of y.m ance dnnng 
the hours of air and exercise, this indulgence, so conducive to health, might n a great 
measure be extended to them. The importance of these alterations is obvious, and it may 
he safely affirmed, that the expense of them would bear no proportion to the objects to be 
accomplished, or the great evils to be corrected. , , • 

The female classes are very well attended to, and the matron appears to be very well

prisoument beneficial, nay, it may be said, that if prisoners are kept in a state of idleness, 
gaols must remain nurseries of crime, instead of being schools of reformation. 

Bridewell at Thomastown. 

THIS bridewell contains day-room and yard for males and females effectually separated ; 
with two cells for the former, and one for the latter. Very few prisoners are confined, and 
for very short periods ; and I found the prison supplied with every thing required by law, 
and in good order. 

City of Kilkenny Gaol. 

THE gaol of the city of Kilkenny remains in the same state as last year. The “ale 
prisoners are still continued at work, and the stone-breaking is beneficial in prov 0 
rials for the repair of the streets of the city. , , , . , , . ■ 

The female class are employed in spinning and washing; but the work is lipt kept up 
with sufficient constancy. They are also uninstructed by the matron, '

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South No school has been established for some time, which is almost a solitary instance of the 
Distric t, want of a male school in any county or city gaol. 

' As a second inspection of this prison will become necessary in order to take into con- 

sideration a plan for the occupation of the present house of correction, the more particular 
report upon it is postponed, but will be submitted to the grand jury at the spring 
assizes. 

City of Kilkenny House of Correction. 

I was sorry to find that prisoners are still Confined in this establishment. The grand 
juries of the county and city are fully apprized of our opinion with respect to the use of 
this house as a prison ; but as the subject will come under consideration at the next 
inspection, it is unnecessary to make any further remark upon it. 

King’s County Gaol. 

IT is truly gratifying in this county, in which the state of the former county gaol at 
Philipstown had drawn from us a succession of unfavourable reports, to find a new prison 
constructed upon the radiating (which is in our opinion the very best) plan, containing, 
every means of classification, and other accommodations which the law requires, ana 
conducted upon the most approved and enlightened principles of prison discipline. 

It is in particular satisfactory to find, that the removal of the county gaol to a central part 
of the county, and thereby affording facilities for the attendance ol a Board of Super- 
intendence, has produced the desired effect. This object alone, had no other been 
attained, would have rendered the change most important. To a certain extent it may 
be possible to establish a well regulated system through the medium of the officers of 
a gaol. Some striking instances of the successful labours of officers are to be seen ; 
but speaking generally, our experience has every day, more and more, confirmed us in 
the opinion expressed in many of our Reports, that in those counties, in which the manage- 
lneht of the county gaol has been left to the officers, the higher objects of prison discipline 
have scarcely ever been attempted. Cleanliness and regularity may have been established, 
all allowances regularly supplied and served with neatness and order, but the more impor- 
tant means of rendering the discipline of a prison valuable and conducive to the substantial 
improvement of prisoners, have not been brought into operation. We have in such cases 
never, seen a steady system of hard labour, of general employment of the prisoners who 
receive the county allowances, whether tried or untried, of well regulated instruction of the 
fhale prisoners 3 and, above all, we have found such gaols defective and erroneous in their 
principle of management of the female classes ; nay, we have almost universally observed, 
that where the Board of Superintendence do not act, the grand juries have been disposed to 
doubt the expediency of aiming at such objects, and to question the soundness of our views 
upon the subject. In this county we see all the good effect of that influence, which high 
local authority can alone possess, acting upon every part of the system. The prison at 
Tullamore has been but a few months occupied, and we already see a system in full operation 
which realizes every thing the Prison Act prescribes. A comprehensive code of " Bye-laws” 
has been prepared by the Board, and is carried into effect ; the legal classification of 
prisoners is established ; effective officers have been appointed, and the duties of each dis- 
tinctly ascertained, and so separated as to excite emulation, and to attach responsibility to 
every individual ; every male and female prisoner is fully employed ; every prisoner is com- 
jvletely clothed by the county, according to the true intent and meaning of the Act; the 
dietary is economical, cooked in a general kitchen, and served with the most exact arrange- 
ment, and every part of the prison is kept in the highest state of order and cleanliness, and 
while it is the anxious wish of the Board (whose meetings are weekly) to attend to any 
suggestion which may be proposed to them, little is left to an inspecting officer, but to record 
bis entire approval of their cafe and zeal, and his testimony to the valuable Tesult of their 
labours. 

Parsonslown Bridewell. 

Avery great change for the better has taken place in this prison since last inspectiCn. 
We had complained in many Reports of the crowded and irregular state of the bridewell, and- 
within the last year it has been taken under the care of the Board of Superintendence at 
1 ullamore, and although it is still established as a district bridewell, the numbers have 
been effectually reduced to answer to the accommodation which is afforded. Debtors are no 
longer confined in Parsonstown. The tried criminals are limited to those whose term of 
imprisonment does not exceed 14 days, and on my inspection I found the prison in a most 
cleanly, and in every respect creditable state ; and for the first time since our acquaintance 
with it, ‘under the care of an efficient officer. 

County of Limerick Gaol. 

1 have inspected this prison with much satisfaction, having found it in excellent order, 
and in many respects much improved since my last visit, and since the report of the last, 
year was made by Major Palmer. The Board continue their effective services in the super- 
intendence of the system, and the good effect of their labours, within. the past year, are very 
apparent. The tread-wheel is now in full operation, and such of the prisoners sentenced to. 
™ ™ labour as cannot be employed upon it, are kept to work in breaking stones. The work 
or the gaol is not, however, extended as yet to the other classes of poor prisoners, as the 
i Ct ,1'r Cts ’ anc ^ ^ ' s most important that the great object of providing employment to all 
should be effected. This subject now engages the serious attention of the Board, and it is to 
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1 hoped that the difficulties which attend the accomplishment of this object, upon which South 
the beneficial effect of prison discipline so materially depends, may be surmounted. District. 

The male school is conducted with regularity. The female prisoners are also instructed ’ 

in reading, but riot in writing ; they are likewise employed in spinning and in needle work, 
and the return of work executed by the class is very satisfactory. They are uniformly 
clothed and their appearance and deportment are creditable to the matron. There is no 
Provision made for the classification of females, which might be effected. It is however 
slated by the Board of Superintendence, that the number confined is very small, and almost 
entirely composed of persons of a similar description, there not being that mixture of vagrants 
which is to be found in other, particularly in city gaols, and which renders separation 
a measure of less pressing necessity. I have, however, submitted to the Board a plan for 
establishing two female classes, with separate yards, which is under consideration. 

The number of turnkeys at present employed is certainly not sufficient to carry on a good 
sy S tem of discipline in this extensive county gaol. The number does not amount to one-hall 
of those appointed to the two recently opened gaols of the King’s and Queen’s counties, built 
upon the same plan, and not upon a larger scale. In each of these prisons an under gaoler 
is allowed, with a separate turnkey, exclusively, attached to each of the four classes of tried 
and untried felons and misdemeanants; also for the outside gate, debtors prison, and tread- 
wheel labour. These officers are confined strictly to their respective classes, and clothed in 
uniform A suitable number of officers will be found quite indispensable when the whole of 
the prisoners shall be employed. In the gaols alluded to, the turnkeys attached to the four 
criminal classes, sleep in their respective ranges. 



District Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS asylum still maintains its deservedly high character as a public institution, con- 
ducted on the very best principles, and exhibiting a model of order and good management 
worthy of imitation. On the day of inspection, there was but one patient under medical 
treatment and not one under personal restraint. The state of the asylum appeal's by the 
following’ report, which was put into my hands by Mr. Jackson, the governor, and which 
affords a striking proof of the necessity of making some provision in the several districts for 
the care of incurable patients, the accumulation of the number of whom will otherwise 
inevitably defeat the end for which these asylums were instituted. This subject has been 
adveited to in our General Reports, and is deserving of serious attention. The plan which 
would appear to be the most effectual and least expensive, would be, that a power should be 
■riven to the Commissioners of General Control to make additions to such ot the .district 
asylums as appear inadequate to the number of applications for admission, for the reception 
of idiots and incurable lunatics, to an extent not exceeding a certain proportion of their total

THIS new gaol is on a good plan, and contains the accommodation required by law; it 
has, however, been given up in an imperfect state, and requires the attention of the Board 
of Superintendence. 

City of Limerick Gaol. 

THE gaol of this city is much improved since the period of the last Report. The general 
order and cleanliness of every part of the prison. is quite satisfactory. The duties of the three 
turnkeys who are employed in the interior of the establishment, are judiciously arranged ; each 
officer being detached from the others, and confined to a particular class or classes, and each- 
being effective in the discharge of his duty. The arrangement of the different officers ap- 
pointed upon the removal of the military, is. not made upon the principle which we recom- 
mended, and which is adopted in the best regulated prisons ; they being here, not appointed 
as additional turnkeys, but considered as a guard, and placed in a guard-room, to. act as. 
a military force for the protection of the gaol ; whereas, according to the most approved 
principles of prison discipline, the whole strength of the officers should be connected with, 
the interior system, and the safe custody of the prisoners provided for, not by a mere sub- 
stitute for the military (guard, but by exchanging the principle of a guard for the more 
effectual, and in every way more beneficial control of an active and effective interior; the 
conduct of the prisoners being thus at all times under the observation of the vigilant turn- 
keys, whose numbers enable them to pay a constant attention to the classes to which they 
are attached, and thus to prevent the possibility of any plans of escape being attempted. 
The duties of a guard, or watch, should be taken by roster of all the turnkeys. This view 
of the subject we have urged after the most mature consideration. It has been acted upon 
in all the new prisons, which have formed their systems in the true spirit of the Prison Act, 
and have in this particular fulfilled the intentions of Government in withdrawing the sup- 
port of a military guard. 

We submit the consideration of this subject to the serious attention of the Board, and 
grand jury of the city of Limerick, In three of the best county gaols lately established, 
The duty of instruction of the prisoners in reading and writing is performed by the head 
turnkey of each class ; which has drawn closer the connexion between the officers, and 
the prisoners under their immediate care, and contributed to a more strict and uninterrupted 
system of classification. 

The male prisoners have been lately employed in breaking stones ; a new tread-wheel has 
been procured ; and work introduced into the female class ; an order has been made for the 
uniform clothing of the females, a measure which is quite essential to the improvement of 
that class. 

It is recommended strongly to the B.oard of Superintendence to establish . a system of 
bye-laws, in compliance with the 4th section of the Prison Act. The regulations printed 
with the approbation of the Court of King’s Bench are submitted to them, in order to 
assist them m forming a comprehensive system. These printed rules have been adopted 
in many county gaols without alteration. Indeed, without a regular code , of laws em- 
bracing the whole range of prison discipline, it is impossible that a county gaol can be 
conducted with regularity; it being essential to good order that the regulations for each de- 
partment, as well as the duties and powers of each officer should be defined, and that there 
should be a fixed rule for every thing. . 

. We submit these things to the <nand jury, and feel confident that such a system of prison 
discipline' will be easily accomplished, will rather tend to diminish than increase expense, 
and will be effectually carried on under the Board of .Superintendence, by their intelligent 
local. inspector, whose views correspond with those of the inspectors general. 

We. inclose with this copy of our Report the printed regulations therein alluded to. 
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Lunatic Asylum, House of industry. 

THIS establishment contained, on the day of inspection, 36 female, 19 male patients, of 
those classes which are not admissible to the district asylums. The inmates are humanely 
treated, and have every advantage which such an institution can afford. I found the apart- 
ments in a clean and orderly. state. 



County of Mayo Gaol. 

WE have so often pointed out the defects of this gaol, that it is unnecessary again to notice 
them, particularly as the grand jury have presented a large sum of money to erect a com- 
plete new county gaol, suitable in extent and accommodation to the wants of this great 
county. ' We have seen the plan, which is on the radial principle, and most complete m all 
its arrangements, particularly in having placed the female prison in a situation wholly dis- 
tinct from the rest of the gaol. 

The situation fixed upon for the new gaol is contiguous to the town, upon the Westport 
road, on an elevated piece of ground, which affords every advantage to render it an eligible 
site for a county gaol. . 

In the prospect of this new building, it is very gratifying on the inspection of the present 
gaol to be able to report, that there is every earnest given, by attention to the discipline and 
order of the present establishment under most disadvantageous circumstances, that the 
officers in their several stations are well qualified to do justice to a better system, and to act 
with effect in a wider field of duty. The cleanliness of this crowded gaol, the regularity and 
precision observed in the messing and general routine, the system of book-keeping, and 
other points which depend on the officers of the prison do them great credit. 

Bridewell, or Second Prison. ' 

THIS strange anomaly in the prison system of this county still contains the same classes 
as when last reported on ; it is however kept more clean and regular. 

It is unnecessary to report the evils that arise from such a system, as it is likely to be ren- 
dered wholly unnecessary by the establishment of the intended “ District Lunatic Asylum” 
at Ballinasloe, and by the building of the new county gaol. Its inmates now consist of the 
female prisoners of the county of all classes, male and female lunatics, vagrants and lock 
patients, with the whole of the sick of both sexes, containing a total of sixty persons on the 
day of inspection. 

Bridewell at Ballinrobe. 

I found this prison clean and orderly, and although it is an ill-contrived and bad prison, 
when compared to the new bridewells now almost universally built, it is substantially suffi- 
cient for the reasonable comfort and accommodation of the prisoners confined in it. The 
sinking a pump, and closing up a dangerous hole opened for that purpose, has been delayed 
a long time, and is not yet completed ; it is however reported to me as being on the point of 
being so. 

An estimate has also been approved for building some cross walls, and for some repairs. 

Queen’s County Gaol. 

I had an opportunity at my inspection to attend the proceedings of the Board of Superin- 
tendence in taking up the new gaol at Maryborough from the contractor, and removing the 
prisoners from the old prison, and am gratified in reporting that there is every prospect that 
this establishment will fully answer the expectations of the county, and amply repay them 
for die liberal expenditure which was necessary to complete a building upon so extensive' 
a. scale. . 

The new gaol is executed in the best manner, and is constructed upon the most approved, 
plan, the radiating principle. It contains 66 single cells, 21 rooms, made to contain three, 
or more beds in each, in strict conformity with the provisions of the Prison Act, together 
with day-rooms, work-rooms and yards for the full extent of the classification required by 
law; a governor’s bouse in the centre building, with a chapel to which the classes have, 
separate access by iron bridges from the upper corridors of the radial buildings, a commo- 
dious infirmary, debtor’s marshalsea, matron’s house, solitary cells with distinct yards, apd 
the various other accommodations which are prescribed by the Act, forming on the whole 
one of the most complete county gaols which has been built in this kingdom. 

The Board of Superintendence have commenced their system of prison discipline in the 
most judicious manner. A competent governor has been appointed, with a number of sub- 
ordinate officers proportioned to the scale of the establishment, and sufficient to secure the ; 
safe custody of the prisopers on the removal of the military guards. The duties of the seve- 
ral officers have been distributed with much attention to the important object of rendering 
the principle of classification as effective as possible. The several class turnkeys have been- 
required to qualify as teachers to instruct their respective classes in writing and reading.. 
Thus the appointment of a schoolmaster to mix indiscriminately with the different classes;is, 
avoided". Tile officers 'are induced to" remain more - constantly in' their own wards, and to, 
become more acquainted with prisoners under their particular charge, aQ d the best means 
are taken to vender each ward, as far as that desirable object is practicable, a completely 
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distinct nrison. Safe custody is thereby secured in the best manner vis. through the me- 
dium of moral government ; prisoners are at the same time, and by the same officers, 

' cmnloved, instructed and watched, and those plots of mischief and plans of escape which 
hive heretofore been too much unobserved in their progress, and only repelled by an armed 
sentinel in their execution, are now prevented by influences which produce their effect before 
the moral mischief is done. The Board have guarded against the erroneous system of em- 
olovine the additional officers as a guard, or exclusively as watchmen, and have distributed 
them through the interior discipline of the prison, providing for the duties of the watch by 

roster amongst the whole of the officers. . . . » . 

A tread-wheel has been erected, and the power applied to raising water for the supply 0 f 
the nrison As yet no system of general employment for the poor prisoners, under the 
loath section of the Prison Act, has been arranged. To accomplish this object in a satis- 
factory manner is a subject of much difficulty. The attention of the Board is now engaged 
upon it and we need not repeat what has been stated in so many of our Reports, that a debt 
of gratitude will be due to any Board of Superintendence who shall enable us to holdout 
their county gaol as affording an example of general and productive employment. The gene- 
ral statement of work and labour exhibited in the Appendix to our Eighth Report, shows how 

little progress has as yet been made in this all important obj ect. 

The bye-laws which have been prepared under the provisions of the last Prison Act, and 
approved by the Court of King’s Bench, are adopted, and likely to be carried into execution; 
on the whole the prospect held out in this gaol is most encouraging and satisfactory. 

Bridewell al Stradba/ly. 

THIS new prison is now completed ; it contains a yard, a day-room, and three cells for 
male prisoners, with accommodation for the keeper, and for female prisoners up stairs. It 
is completely furnished and likely to be a creditable establishment. 

Burris in Ossory. 

THIS prison is not as yet completed, but will be equal in accommodation to that at Strad- 
County of Tipperary Gaol. 

THE Board of Superintendence appointed at the last Assizes arc anxiously employed in 
endeavouring to surmount difficulties and improve the system of this gaol. They have im- 
proved the means of accommodation in their crowded cells, arranged a better distribution of 
the yards, and are now endeavouring, at least partially, to introduce the employment of 
breaking stones, to complete the flooring of the insulating passages and yards. The Board 
have clone considerable service, and under more advantageous circumstances their labours 
would prove most valuable to the county ; but the causes of their difficulties lie deeper than 
they are able to reach, and notwithstanding any little improvement which their zeal and 
ability may effect, the county gaol at Clonmel must be considered as one in which the mo- 
dern system of prison discipline has not been attempted, and in which the want of accom- 
modation and of officers would render it wholly impracticable. 

We have endeavoured to prevail on the grand jury to present the necessary sum for the 
erection of a house of correction contiguous to the present gaol, for which an eligible site was 
offered on most reasonable terms, and have been authorized to promise the advance from the 
Consolidated Fund, of the total sum, repayable by the very low instalments of 2 i per cent, 
but we have been heretofore unsuccessful; we trust however that this subject may be re- 
considered, and we feel it our duty still respectfully to urge it, and we hope that a lair 
comparison of the accommodation which the present building affords with the requirements 
of the law, may prove that in our views we do not go further than to endeavour to give effect 
to the positive provisions of the Prison Act. 

By the 7th Geo. 4, c. 74, s. 6, amongst other regulations respecting the accommodations 
of prisons, the following particulars are required in every county gaol, which we point out m 
order to show that in every one' of these particulars the gaol at Clonmel is wholly dehcien . 
Every county gaol is to contain places of confinement for prisoners to be examined as witnesses . 
In Clonmel the only witness of this description confined on the day of inspection, occupie 
one of the very few apartments in the hospital. — Separate iiifirmaries for rnale anajema 
prisoners : This separation is not provided. — A separate sleeping cell, if possible, for every pri- 
soner, but as the numbers may sometimes be greater than the prison is calculated to contain un er 
that arrangement, a small proportion of cells or rooms shall be provided for the reception of ‘ f* 
or more persons: Instead of a general arrangement for separate sleeping cells, as here imp tpa 
(solitude by night after a day of employment being the first principle of prison discipline;, 
with a small proportion of rooms for three or more prisoners, tnere arc in this prison an av^ 
rage of three or more for every cell ; a much greater average in the great body of the gao . 
Rooms and places properly fitted up for the exercise of labour and industry : No such 
provided, while an expedient sometimes substituted in other gaols, by the use of the y 
rooms for that purpose, is not practicable from the darkness and small size of the day-r°° ■ 
In addition to these wants there is no proper accommodation for officers, if a competen n • 
her of officers should be appointed, indeed , for even the present limited and inadequate nu 

of officers. fKitie’s 

At present no system of bye-laws which could receive the sanction of the Court 01 . B 

Bench could with propriety be framed, as it would be impossible to carry them into e > 
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we therefore forbear to enter into any detail of defects in discipline ; the proper object of our South 
Report being now confined to an endeavour to impress upon the county the indispensable District. 

necessity of providing legal accommodation. We propose therefore again to submit to their ' v J 

consideration the plan and estimate which was submitted at the last assizes for purchasing 
a site and building a house of correction. 



Bridewells of the County Tipperary. 

THE bridewells of this county having been built prior to the introduction of the present 
system of prison discipline, must always labour under the disadvantage of inconvenient 
plans, and although many important alterations have been made in some of the buildings, 
they are still very defective. This difficulty can be compensated only by great attention to 
the state of the buildings and yards, and by a good system of management under the control 
of the Board of Superintendence. We have, therefore, communicated with them much in 
detail upon the subject, and we trust that the Board may now extend their attention to this 
important branch of the charge committed to them by the Prison Act. One general ob- 
servation we deem it important to make ; that owing to the want of anything like system in 
the discipline of the bridewells, they are under the care of officers wholly untrained, who are 
placed in charge of them, apparently without instruction, or any examination or report re- 
specting their qualifications. 

Borrisikane. 

THE additional buildings are nearly completed, and will afford a small day-room for men, 
with two small cells ; also a day-room and cell for females, and a room for the keeper. This 
prison is on a very confined plan, and in a bad situation ; it is therefore expedient that pri- 
soners should be transmitted to Nenagh with as little delay as possible after their committal. 
A sum of 200 1 . has been laid out in improving this bridewell, which will prove to have been 
a fruitless expense if the present keeper shall be retained, he being totally unfit for his 
office. 

Nenagh. 

THIS prison contains every accommodation required by law, although it is inconveniently 
situated, and the rooms and cells of a very bad description. It is much improved since last 
inspection in the manner in which it is kept. Some alterations were proposed at the inspec- 
tion, and have been since executed. 

Newport. 

THIS small prison has been repaired, and is now in order. The accommodation is very 
limited. There is, however, separation of male and female prisoners, with two small yards. 

Roscrea. 

I found this prison in very bad order. A new keeper has been appointed, who is wholly 
ignorant of his duty. There are four day-rooms, notwithstanding which, I found male and 
female prisoners, together with the keeper’s family and two police constables, in one room. 
The house is much out of repair. The yards in this, and all the bridewells of this county, 
are totally useless in the winter season from a want of proper flooring. 



Templemore and Thurles. 

EVERY observation made with respect to the condition of the building and yards of the 
prison at Roscrea, applies to these prisons. The bridewell at Thurles, is kept in neat and 
regular order, much attention being paid to it by the local inspector. The yards in each are 
of no use whatever in the winter season, and the buildings out of repair. A presentment 
was thrown out at the last assizes for the repairs proposed to be executed at Thurles. 

Cashel. 

THIS prison was as usual, in much better order than any other in this county. A pre- 
sentment has been made for repair of the roof of the court-house, which is over the prison, 
and I have reco mmen ded some additional charges to be included, for the better security of 
the prisoners. 

New Birmingham. 

I found this small prison in good order. It contains very limited accommodation, but 
affords separation for male and female prisoners. 

Tipperary. 

THIS .bridewell is at length furnished, and the alterations finished. It now contaimrth'e 
legal accommodation, but it is of a bad kind, and situated under the court-house. I found 
it under the care of a newly appointed keeper, clean and regular. 
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. ... .. Clogheen. 

C THIS is the only modern and well-planned bridewell in the county. It contains all the 

TY°tri t accommodation required by law, and if the government of the prisons of this class should be 
^ ^ taken in charge by the Board of Superintendence, and a general system introduced, it might 

easily be made a very complete bridewell. 

Lunatic Asylum. 

THIS establishment is conducted with much attention to the comforts of its unhappy 
inmates and affords every advantage which such an institution can effect; cleanliness, order, 
and gentle treatment. The county of Tipperary being likely soon to be attached to a district 
asylum, the county will be released from keeping up the present establishment, which, 
however it may have reflected credit on them when lunatic asylums of a more effective cha- 
racter were not known, can never supply the place of a district asylum. 

County of Waterford Gaol. 

■ HAVING inspected this gaol during a short absence of the local inspector, upon whom 
the management of the prisons of Waterford principally devolves, 1 was deprived of the 
advantage of his presence and intelligence upon the occasion. 

There°being no material change since my last inspection, 1 have principally to repeat sug- 
gestions which have not been adopted, and which I should not have offered but on the 
conviction of their being materially conducive to the improvement of the present system. 

The principal suggestion alluded to was, the expediency of allotting to females the sepa- 
rate building erected as a penitentiary or house of correction. The female class form the 
most important object of prison discipline, the good effect of which is in general more 
visible in that class than in any other. The two leading objects to be aimed at in a female 
prison are, the effectual separation of that class from the other prisoners, and the classifica- 
tion of the women, which is more'essential than the separation of different classes of men, 
for obvious reasons, the confinement of abandoned females, with those of a modest character, 
being the most mischievous and evil association which car be conceived. I found the 
females all together in one day-room, the dimensions of which were 18 feet by 9, in which 
the air was most unwholesomely close, while in the nominal house of correction I found eleven 
men doing nothing, in a state of total idleness, the women having been all employed in works 
requiring space and accommodation. In this building the centre room on the ground floor, 
the inspection from the windows of which is the principal feature in the principle of the 
plan, was locked up as a store-room ; and a great proportion of the cells were vacant. It is 
also to be recollected, that all females, tried or untried, who may be committed between the 
present time (September) and the spring assizes, will add to the numbers in the female 
prison, while no untried prisoner will be confined in a house of correction. On the whole, 

1 hope that sufficient ground has been shown to justify my submitting the case for further 
consideration, which I should be unwilling to do if 1 did not consider the arrangement as 
essential to the good government of the gaol. I found the females well attended to, and 
employed ; and was happy to learn that they have the advantage of the continued attend- 
ance of a committee of ladies. 

, I beg to renew the suggestion of placing a resident nursetender in the infirmary, it being 
injurious to the sick to be removed from their wards to an uninhabited building, and quite 
necessary that when illness does occur, preparations should be found ready for the reception 
of the case, without risk of cold or damp. 

The cutting off the communication from one criminal yard to the other, by a partition to 
spring from the centre of the window of the office, is also again submitted. 

I have brought before the Board of Superintendence the necessity of framing a system 
of lye-laws, according to the regulations contained in the Prison Act, section 4, and have 
submitted for their consideration the code of byc-laws which lias been printed under 
the sanction of the court of King’s Bench, and which is recommended either for adop- 
tion or to assist the Board in the formation of a special code for the county. Without 
fixed and comprehensive bye-laws, the interior of a gaol is without rule, and liable to great 
uncertainty and confusion, and the system proposed embraces all the material branches of 
prison discipline in strict conformity with the existing law. 

Having recommended the adoption of these bye-laws, I refrain from observing upon the 
want of general employment, the most vital point in prison discipline, or on the want of a 
school, as the regulations respecting those objects which must necessarily be Included in 
any code of bye-laws, which could receive the fiat of the judges of the King’s Bench, 

(a sanction required by law) will naturally lead to a due consideration of the necessity of 
introducing this part of the system. 

•These observations I respectfully submit to the grand jury, and trust they will excuse the 
repetition of suggestions which a sense of duty obliges me to urge. 

Bridexoell at Dungarvan. 

I found this prison in a clean and orderly state ; it contains all the accommodation . 
which the Prison Act requires in a gaol of this class, with effectual separation of male and 
female prisoners. 
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Bridewell at Lismore. 

THIS prison is gradually becoming more and more unfit for the reception of prisoners. 

A plan was submitted at the assizes, and will be submitted again, for the erection of a prison D ;°V t . 

in this town, containing legal accommodation. > v 

City of Waterford Gaol. 

SINCE my last inspection a new governor has been appointed in this prison, an o ecson 
which inin-ht be made the instrument of a most important change in the character of a county 
gaol. It Is not my province to report upon appointments made, but I certainly found the 
bad effects in this prison of its being placed in the hands of a person totally inexperienced 
and uninformed upon the subject of prison discipline, and unacquainted with the detail of 
duty. 1 have pointed out to the intelligent local inspector, whose unavoidable absence 
upon the day of inspection I have to lament, a plan for the instruction of this officer, which 
I trust may be adopted ; and have in my communication with him, entered more in detail 
upon some points which seem to demand attention, than can be done in a general report; 
and I have no doubt that the suggestions which I respectfully offer will be speedily brought 
-before the Board of Superintendence. 

House of Correction. 

THERE has been no material change in this prison within the year. The cells are 
extremely cold and damp, and particularly unfit for the reception of prisoners sentenced to 
solitary confinement. It is in my opinion dangerous to the health of a prisoner to be so 
imprisoned in them. 

1 did on a former occasion suggest, and beg so to do again, that the cells should be in- 
closed in a corridor, through which warm air could be easily conveyed, or in which fireplaces 
could be erected. 

County of . Wexford Gaol. 

SINCE the period ofour last Report, the building erected as a house of correction has been 
occupied, and turned to the more necessary purpose of establishing a female prison under the 
superintendence of a matron, and wholly distinct from the other parts of the gaol. This 
system is now in operation, and the removal of the female classes has enabled the Board of 
Superintendence to extend the classification of the male criminals in the other parts of the 
prison. Sufficient accommodation is now afforded to allow a separate cell to each prisoner, 
with an average number of committals, and some apartments are provided as the law directs, 
which contain beds for three or more prisoners. 

The tread-wheel is in operation, and conducted with regularity, and the poor prisoners are 
kept at work in such manner as the Board of Superintendence appoint, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Prison Act, section 104. The males are generally employed in stone- 
breaking, the females in spinning and in the laundry, where they wash the bedding and 
clothes of the whole prison. Very little profit has as yet arisen from the work, but an 
allowance is made to the prisoners in proportion to their diligence and skill. 

It is satisfactory to observe that in almost every particular pointed out for the consider- 
ation of the Board of Superintendence in Major Palmer’s last Report, the defects have been 
remedied within the last year. The new painting of the gaol, and more particularly of the 
iron bedsteads in the female prison, and the establishment of a general kitchen, remain un- 
provided for. The latter might, under certain circumstances, in the state of the markets, be 
found an important measure of economy. , 

Thfe present amount of the dietary is lowered by a want of conformity with the regulations 
of the Prison Act ; one pint of buttermilk with one pint of new milk, being substituted for one 
quart of the latter, which the Act requires when the bread diet is selected by the county. 

Having had an opportunity of conversing with a very intelligent member of the Board of 
Superintendence, 1 have pointed out to him several particulars in which improvement may 
be effected, and which I have no doubt will be attended to. The principal subjects which 
I have submitted to the Board are the establishment of bye-laws, and the extension of their 
valuable labours to the bridewells of the county, which, since the occupation of the new 
prison at New Ross, and the improvement of those in Gorey and Enniscorthy, has become 
a matter of serious importance. 

The number of officers employed in the gaol are sufficient to carry on a good system, and 
I found the prison clean and regular. 

Bridewell at New Ross. 

THIS prison is now occupied, and contains separate yards and day-rooms for the two 
sexes, with .six cells for males, and sufficient accommodation for female prisoners. The 
bridewell however is . in an unfinished state, and I have approved an estimate for some 
necessary works. This prison much requires the attention of the Board of Superintend- 
ence, in order to bring it into a state at all on a par with that of the bridewells which have 
been newly established in other counties. 

Wexford Lunatic Asylum . 

THIS institution has been always kept in a cleanly and creditable state. The manager 
has been removed since last inspection, but the asylum does not appear to have suffered from 
the change. The number of patients at present in the house is. 

Males 25 - - - - Females 26. 
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The greater proportion of these inmates are to be removed on the completion of the District 
Lunatic Asylum at Carlow; in the meantime they are treated with humanity, and have 
every advantage which a temporary institution can be expected to afford. 

Bridewell at Gorey. 

THIS small prison is kept, as it has always been, in a most correct and cleanly state • it 
is a bridewell upon a very small scale of accommodation, but affords substantially every 
necessary comfort to the prisoners. 

Enniscorthy. 

THE bridewell in this town is built on the same plan as that of Gorey. Since our last 
Report it has undergone a complete repair, and I found it in a cleanly state. It is well 
attended to by the local inspector, but still labours under disadvantages, as the evil so 
repeatedly complained of has not been effectually removed. A new keeper has been ap- 
pointed, but does not reside in the prison, consequently cannot do Ins duty. The only 
accommodation afforded for the keeper in Gorey and Enniscorthy, is in the court-house, to 
which the prisons are attached; and that accommodation is 111 Enniscorthy. still occu- 
pied by the former keeper, who is nominally dismissed. This irregularity should be corrected, 
or it will be the duty of the inspectors general to represent it to the J udge of Assize. 



County of Wicklow Gaol. 

I founo this gaol precisely in the state in which it was reported to bo by Major Palmer, 
on his inspection of the last year ; the general order and cleanliness of the prison, creditable 
to the officers ; the school well attended to ; the females (only four in number) well and 
uniformly clothed, (with the exception of a want of shoes) and employed in washing for the 
whole prison, and in other useful works. 

The defects in the system pointed out by the inspector general remain uncorrected ; and 
I am sorry, indeed, to find that the valuable labours of the Hoard of Superintendence have 
been discontinued, and their attendance relaxed, to which may be attributed in this, or in 
any county, those very defects which Major Palmer has noticed ; particularly that most 
injurious of all defects, the want of employment for the great body of the poor prisoners, 
whether tried or untried, in violation of the Prison Act, section 104. The employment in 
this gaol is confined to the execution of the sentence to hard labour, and to such trifling and 
occasional work as may be necessary to keep up the painting and whitewashing of the build- 
ing, and breaking stones for tiie yards, to which the local inspector is extremely attentive : 
this is, however, a consideration of little comparative importance. The great engine of moral 
discipline, and leading object of the Legislature, is the affording to every prisoner a day of 
industry, and a night of solitude and refection, and in those objects the gaol of Wicklow must 
be defective until means of classification shall be extended, and the systematic attendance of 
the Board of Superintendence, with their personal control over every detail, shall be established. 
For their influence, no substitute can be offered, and without it, the great object of their 
formation must be lost. 

A complaint was made by the prisoners, and not without reason, of the quality of the 
bread, and it is quite necessary that the contractor should be more effectually bound, and 
required to adhere to the terms of his contract, which should be for bread made of the whole 
meal : the terms of his engagement are not now clearly defined. It is also necessary to 
observe, that the allowance of milk attached to the bread diet, is one quart of new milk. 

I have pointed out some alterations in the mode of keeping the books, and submit their 
adoption m the General Registry, Visiting Book, Punishment Book, and School Registry. 
Rolling-stones are required in the yards to bind and give solidity to the floors. 



Ballinglass District Bridewell. 

I have seen this prison several times within the year. It continues to call for a favourable 
Report. The board meet regularly, and attend to the internal discipline. 

The accommodation this gaol affords, consists of four day-rooms, four yards, ten cells, 
and an hospital. There is a small tread-mill and forcing pumps. 

The prisoners are instructed in schooling, and when the numbers admit, the male convicts 
are employed at stone-breaking, and the females attended to by a matron. 

The medical officer attends carefully to the sick, and the whole system is substantially 
carried on as if it were a county gaol. 

The pauper prisoners are fed, and the accounts regularly kept. 

. There is sufficient accommodation for the present average number of prisoners. 

The two windows that open to the street should be closed, if possible. 

An escape of a prisoner occurred this year, which 1 think will not again happen.

It is obvious from this Return, that even bf the inadequate description of accommodation which 
houses of industry and gfiols nfliird, provision is very partially made in tliose counties which aie not a 
to district asylums. This Return affords therefore no adequate criterion by which to estimate the num ^ 
of insane persons which the counties contain, but oflly proves the care of the insane in some, 
necessity of them in other counties.
